UNIQUE AMONG MEN. 


SINGULAR CHARACTERISTICS.

LONDON, Aug. 22.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] The Marquis of Salisdurr was 
a compound of singular personal char- 
acteriatics. 

Outside of the members of his own 
family, he never had-an intimate per- 
sonal friend. The only member of 
his cabinets besides his nevhews whom 
he ever consulted or conversed with 
_vYoluntarily—tbat is. except on official 
business, was Lord Chanceiler Hals- 
bury. 

Several of his colleagues in hia va- 
rious cabinets never exchanged a word 
with him except on their introduction 
or actfoss the cabinet table. The per- 
sonal appearance, even, of the great 
majority of members of his admin- 
istrations was unfamiliar to him. It 
always was found necessary to have 
some one ut his elbow to Mentify his 
colleagues when he was obliged to 
greet them personally. He never 
formed anything more than the most 
superficial acquaintance with any of the 
numerous Ambassadors he constantly 
met. Ambassador Choate is the only 
one of the existine Diplomatic Corps 
who was ever invited privately to Lord 
Salisbury'’s superb historic Flizab>than 
reridence at Hatfield. 

Although he was nearlg fifteen years 
in the Foreign Office without inter- 
mission, he never completely mastered 
the lineaments of his chief officials. 
He never looked at them. It was one 
of his. peculiarities. He ecorcely ever 
even glanced at anyone. While speak-

Yet nothing could exceed Lord Salis- 


bury’s courtesy, affability and unaf- 
fectedness to those whom he did speak 
to, when he couldn't help it. 

_ The affection, even reverence, in 
which he was held by his own family 
was also remarkable. 

He lived in a world of hie own. 
Nothing mattered to him outside of it. 
He carried this aloofness so far that 
he exercised practically no supervision 
or control over any department but his 
own, with results familiar to the in- 
come-taxpayer and others. . 

His interest in domestic questions 
was always perfunctory. It was only 
stirred electioneering exigencies 
under the spur of a party manager. 

Foreign affairs absorbed his mind be- 
cause he could deal with them unham- 
pered by criticiem of the vulgar crowd. 
Popular interest in public affairs, ex- 
cept so far as it conduced to return- 
ing him to office, he cordially detested. 

He was never known to go inside of 
a theater or a concert hall except to 
attend political demonstrations. His 
recreations were chemistry, theology, 
philosophy, and it is asserted, French 
novels. 


He took no exercise until compelled 
to do so by the injunctions of his doc- 
tors. Then he covered a prescribed dis- 
tance almost daily on his tricycle with 
the same pleasure and exhilaration ag 
a convict makes his allotted round in a 
prison yard. 

Lord Salisbury’s death leaves no vold 
in English public life. Since he re- 
tired from the Premiership, under cir- 
cumstances which never have been 
fully explained, he had completely 
slipped out of notice. Nothing could 
tempt him to reopen the book, and even 
the earnest solicitations of his favorite 
ron, Lord Hugh Cecil, the probable fu- 
ture leader of the Tory party, could 
not persuade him to make  pro- 
nouncement against Mr. Chamberlain's 
protectionist programme, although it fs 
known that he entirely disapproved it 
and cordially detested its author. 

Lord Salisbury always conveyed th: 
imprersion of sincerity that gave him

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


POVERTY OF EARLY DAYS. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—[{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.}]  Lerd Salisbury was bcrn 
February 3, 1830, the younger of two 
sons. His education was received at 
Eton and Oxford, where he took an 
M.A. degree. At 27, befere he had 
determined what he woul] do with 
himself, he married Georgina Alder- 
son, daughter of a baron of the ex- 
chequer. , This marriage was bitterly 
opposed by his father, who later with- 
drew his help. In 1853 his father had 
him elected to Parliament. but the 
young man had now to make his own 
way. Discarding his first idea of go- 
ing to the colonies, living most hum- 
bly in London, the future Premier eked 
out a living by writing for magazines, 
in which work his wife joined with 
him. 
In 1865, however, a wonderful chaage 
came over his fortunes. In this year 
his eldgst brother died, and the. cast- 
off younger 2on found himself Viscount 
Cranborne, and helr to the titles and 
vast estates of the Marquisate of Sal- 
isbury. His father became. reconciled 
to the new heir and Viscount Cran- 
borne, who was still a member of 
Parliament, came to be a factor in 
the plans of the Conservative party. 
Appointed Secretary for India in 1566- 
1867, Salisbury succeeded to the Mer- 
quisate in 1868. He attracted the keen 
eye of Disraeli, the Conservative 
Premier, and in 1876 was sent »y the 
latter to Constantinople as Minister 
Plenipotentiary at a very critical pe- 
riod, Without any previous training 
whatever, Salisbury at one coup com- 
manded a high reputation as a @ipio- 
mat. 

In 1878 Disraeli appointed. him For- 
eign Secretary and Salisbury signal- 
ized his appointment by at once writ- 
ing a memorable dispatch on the East- 
ern question. In the same year he ac- 
companied Beaconsfield to Berlin to 
attend the celebrated congress to set- 
tle the Balkan question. It was while 
on this mission that the famous re- 
mark was made by Bismarck, while 
speaking of Salisbury, that “He ts a 
lath painted to look Ifke tron.” 

In 1889 the Conservatives went out 
of power. In June, 1885, Gladstone 
was beaten on a budget vote and re- 
signed. Salisbury then stepped into 
the office of Premier. Since 1881 he 


had been the leader, of the party In the 


House of Lords. that time for- 


ward he was the mainepring of the 
Conservatives, and opposed G'adstone 
strongly and persistently. He had dij-

CASHIER BROWN TAKEN.

SUPERIORITY OF DEFENDER.

Still, like a true sportsman, 
he does not acknowledge defeat, and 
hopes for better-luck next time. The 
single criticiam he and his friends make 
of today’s race is that the only shift of 
the wind which occurred was to the 
advantage of the defender.” As this 
shift of the wind occurred on the wind- 
ward beat, even granting that it a-- 
counted for the Reliance’s lead at the 
turn. the time the defender gained on 
the home run was more than ample to 
have given her the race. It must be 
conceded, however, that the Shamrock 
showed rself a wonderful boat in 
beating fo the windward, pesghaps the 
ablest craft in this respect’ ever sent 
across the western ocean on a cup- 
hunting expedition. For twelve miles 
the great single stickers raced like a 
team of horses, and during that por- 
tion of the duel the patriots madc no 
attempt to gonceal their nervous 
The racing, conditions today { were 
ideal. A thin haze hung over a Jer- 
sey coast, oBstructing the view af the 
spectators gathered there, but out on 
the ocean race course the sea wa 


fieckless blue. A } ocean swell 
heaved up from the south and a twelve- 
knot breeze, fresh dnd strengthening, 
blew out of the southwest, throwing up 
fleeting white caps on the sparkling 
ocean. e marine picturé’ was super’.

All the time the wind 
was increasing, and the white caps 
were whitening the waves. The criti- 
cal point in thé race éame at 1:40 p.m., 
a Nttle less than two hours after the 
start. The mark was iess than two 
miles away, and the relative positions 
of the beats were about the same. 
Both were on the gtarboard tack, the 
Reliance ahead but to leeward. Sud- 
denly the wind dropped, and hauled a 
trifie to the west. The shift enabled 
the yachis to head up for the mark, 
with the Reliance tn the lead by about 
200 yards. This was the only thing 
which marred an otherwise truly- 
sailed race. But Trom that time on the 
Reliance steadily ittcreased her in 
the windward work untill she was 
three-quarters of a mile ahead. As she 
rounded the outer mark, whistles, 
sirens, bands and the voiees of the un- 
numbered thousands on the excursion 
fleet swelled into a vast . 
Turning for home, her spinnaker 
boom poised along the mast, like a 
lance in rest, fell to port, and the big 
sail burst out like a cloud, while at the 
same moment her enormous balloon-jib 
topsail bellied out, forward. The smart 
work of the Yankees cheered the 
crowds, but a moment afterward_there 
was dismay when the guy that held 
the spinnaker parted or was car- 
ed away.

The Production of Quicksilver in 1902. 

The production of quicksilver in the 
United States during 1902, gays Dr. Jo- 
seph Struthers in bis report to the 
United States Geological Survey, 
amounted to 34,451 faeks of 76% pounds 
each, valued at $1,500,412, as compared 
with 20,727 flasks, valued at $1,882,306, 
in 1901, an increase in quantity of 4724 
flaske and in value of $118,107. Califor- 
nia contributed the greater part of the 
output, amounting to 29,199 flasks, as 
compared wi 26,720 flasks in 1901. 
Texas reported 5252 flasks, as compared 
with 2932 flasks in 1901, both States thus 
showing an increase in the production 
above that of the preceding year, Ore- 
gon, which furnished 75 flasks t 1901. 
repprted no production during 1902, the 
quicksilver mini operations in that 
State being limited to development 
work. 

The report contains a detailed review 
by » «vam Forstner, of the progress tn 
quicksilver mining in California during 
1902. As is well » California has 
produced nearly the entire output of 
quicksilver in the United States, the 
quantity to be credited to that State 
since 1850 amounting to 1,913,258 flasks, 
of which the New Almaden mine, in 
Santa Clara county, has furnishe more 
than 50 per cent. 

The prouction of quicksilver in Texas 
during 1902, valued at $228,620, ag com- 
pared with a value of $132,438 in 1901, 
shows a very active evelopment of the 
induetry.

SPEAKS OF AMERICAN REDNESS IN 
THE ORIENT.

His Steamer Was Struck by a Ty- 
phoen—Thinks Well of the Japanese 
and Would Not Have Them Excluded 
from America. 


“The march of Americanism in the 
Orient reminds me Of the effect I once 
noted on a calla ily which had been 
Placed in a bottle of red ink. It was 


‘ put there at night and the next day 
_ every vein was filled with red. 


I have 
been in the Orient before, and on ths, 
my second trip, the stamp of Ameri- 
canism took me by surprise.” 

This unique remark was made last 
night to a Times reporter by M. A. 
Hamburger, who has just returned 
from a three and a half months’ trip 
to Japan, Manila and China. He was 
accompanied by M. L. Polaski. 

“Our trip was partly for pleasure and 
also for business, and was successful 
in every way,” said Mr. Hamburger. 
“Asa result of the business end, I shall 
receive the largest import order of ori- 
ental goods ever entered on this Coast, 
and I bought them all myself. It is a 
fine education, the buying of those 
goods, and when dealing with the Jap- 
anese a man meets a hard combination 
of trickiness and business skill. I be- 
lieve the Japs are far shrewder and 
quicker to take advantage of business 
opportunit than the Chinese, and yet 
1 noticed that even in Japan, all of 
the money handlers, or cashters, at 
banks were Chinamen. 

“On the other hand, although I do 
think the Japanese very tricky, yet I 
never visited more honest cities in my 


Mfe. At no place On the island did I 


lock my door and I lost nothing.” 

“Would your observation of the Jap- 
anese at home and your knowledge of 
them in this country lead you to favor 
an exclusion act against them?” Mr. 
Hamburger was asked. 

Quickly he answered, “No, not a bit 
of it. I ‘was sorry to hear of such a 
possibility, and have been looking into 
it. It would be wrong. The Japanese 
would surely endeavor to make like 
restrictions on Americans, and the red 
sap of Americanis would cease 
flow. They are tou people, and are

With the completion, a week or two 
ago, of the United Electric and 
Power Company's new plant in South 
Ocean Park, and the completion of the 


enlarged waterworks system, Ocean 
Park emerged from a period of semi- 
starvation and water famine that at 
oné time threatened to depopulate the 
city, devastate real estate values and 
knock the future of this beach into a 
cocked hat. ; 

When, a year ago, President Merritt 
of the U.8.G. and P. installed a stor- 
age plant here, he reported to the com- 
pany that he was fixed-to give Ocean 
Park “all the gas it could use for years 
to come.” The improvement company 
Was not so boastfully sanguine of its 
ability to do the same thing in the way 
of water supply, but saw no im late 
cause for alarm. Then as the sum- 
mer season approached, Ocean Park 
made its latest and most phenomenal 
bound in population, and almost be- 


ex the supply, and kept increas- 
ing. ‘There are ree times a day in 
municipal life*when water, fuel and 
provender are in equal demand by all 
the pie at. once—breakfast time, 
lunch time and dinner time. For water 
the people at Ocean Park depended on 
the Improvement company; for fuel, on 
the gas company; for provender, on an 
inadequate transportation system con- 
necting Santa Monica with Los Ange- 


les,

Mayor Snyder exhorted the 
colored people to industry and econ- 
omy, and dwelt on the safe. an- 
chorage the purchase of homes is to 
any people. He gave the colored peo- 
ple much practical advice, and his re- 
marks were received with great ap- 
plause. He especially commended the 
work of the California Publishing Bu- 
reau and Investment Company in its 
efforts to set before the colored peo- 
ple the higher type of citizenship, and 
urged them to take for their motto the 
words: “Onward and Upward.” Af-

FIENDISH CRIME ATTEMPTED AT 
TERMINAL ISLAND. 
Unknown Mexican Slips His Hand Into 
Tent and Empties Carbolic Acid on 
Girda Clemenson—Victim but Sightly 
Burned—Villain Escapes. | 


TERMINAL ISLAND, Aug. 21.—An 
attempt to injure a litt’ girl by the 
use of carbolic acid—an almost unbe- 
lievabie act—-was attempted by an un- 
known Mexican in a tent here at an 
early hour this morning. 

The intended victim was Girda Clem- 
enson, the nine-year-old daughter of 
O. H. Clemenson, a Los Angeles cabi- 
net maker, who is camping at Terminal 
with his family for the summer. The 
child was slightly burned by the deadly 
fluid, but the heavy night clothes she 
wore prevented serious 
mother discovered the criminal in the 
act, and frightened him away. 
Clemenson remained in Los Angeles 
last night, and the wife and children 
were unprotected. As usual the little 
family closed their tent early last 
evening and went to bed. Shortly be- 
fore 4 o'clock this morning Girda, tke 
eldest girl, was awakened by someone 
feeling of ber, ané@ she at once called 
out to her mother in baby-like fashion, 
“Oh, mamma, there is someone tick- 
ling me.” Mrs. Clemenson at first paid 
no attention to the child. 

“But, mamma.” said the little girl, 
in a voice that told she was badly 
frightened, “there is a Mexican tickling 
me; see, here is his hand.” 

At his the mother sprang to the 
child’s bedside, and she saw the villain 
take his hand from under the canvas. 
Then she discovered the poisonous 
fluid that had been poured upon the 
night clothes of her baby girl. She 
called loudly for help, and several of 
her neighbors came to her assistance. 
There was no sign of the Mexican, 
save a few foot tracks denoting that 
he had fied in the direction of East 
San Pedro. 

Mrs. Clemenson disrobed her daugh- 
ter and foufid that the acid had 
burned her but little. This morning 
she took the child to Los Angetes

He was evidently de- 
tected sooner than he had expected, 
as the canvas indicated that he had 
just begun to cut a fresh hole in it, 
so that hie hands might have free 
reach. Two of the strings that are 
used in holding the tent to the wooden 
floor were cut, and there was a small 
pocket, also cut into the side of the 
tent, opposite where the child was

_ Planking has been worn away by the 
traffic of years until it now presents 
_ the appearance of a road full of ruts. 
One dncient wooden structure that 
Spans the arroyo near the Country 
Club links {is in the last stages of de- 
Dility. Although it hangs on to its old 
age tenaciously, it is only a matter 
of a few weeks when it must fall. This 
bridge will be replaced with a new 
structure immediately.

“I have gone through the report 
carefully,”’ said the Mayor, “and find 
that the additional twenty cents’ rate 
on the $100 over that of last year 
comes in on the last bonds issued. 
The rate for general expenses is the 
Same as the year just ended, yet the 
additional fund providing for the 
needs of the Civil Service Comm 
sion, which did not exist last yea 
makes the rate slightly less. 

“It has been stated in some of the 
newspapers that the present rate is 
the highest in the history of the city, 
Dut I find that during the fiscal year 
of 1899-1900 it was $1.47; In 1895-96 it 
was $1.45, and in 1882-83 it was $1.76. 

“There has been some talk of Los 
Angeles having too many employés in 
the fire department. We have 131 
men, as against San Francisco's 690, 
yet we have to cover as great a ter- 
ritory here as they do in San Fran- 
cisco. The same is true of the street 
and police departments as compared 
with those of San Francisco. That 
city, with 600 police officers, has to 
patrol no more territory than does 
Los Angeles with something over 100 
officers.”

The delegates to the annual Afro- 
American Congress, which has jus~ 
closed its sessions: in Pasadena, were 
entertained last night at a reception 
given at the Chutes by the California 
Publishing Bureau and Investment 
Company, an organization composed of 
some of the substantial and promi- 
nent colored people of this city. 

A large attendance of the colored 
people from both this city and Pasa- 
dena was attracted to the Chutes 
Park, and many white people mingled 
in the throng. After a pleasant hour 
in Wich the novelties of the big play- 
ground were enjoyed, the audience as- 
sembiled at the Chutes Theater, and 
listened to addresses by Mayor M. P. 
Snyder and J. J. Gosper. 1. J. Nei- 
more, editor of the Eagle, presided. 
The Glenwood Quartette rendered sev- 
tral fine vocal selections and won 
warm applause. This is the famous 
colored quartette which has taken ac- 
tive part in severa! of the city cam- 
paigns. Mayor Snyder exhorted the 
colored people to industry and econ- 
omy, and dwelt on the safe an- 
chorage the purchase of homes is to 
any people. He gave the colored peo- 
ple much practical advice, and his re- 
marks were received with great ap- 
plause.

LITTLE GIRL. 
CRIME ATTEMPTED AT 
TERMINAL ISLAND. 
Unknown Mexican Slips His Hand Into 
Tent and Empties Carbolic Acid on 
Girda Clemenson—Victim but Sightly 
Burned—Villain Escapes. 


TERMINAL ISLAND, Aug. 21.—Afn 
attempt to injure a Htt~@ girl by the 
use of carbolic acid—an almost unbe- 
lievable act—-was attempted by an un- 
known Mexican in a tent here at an 
early hour this morning. 

The intended victim was Girda Clem- 
enson, the nine-year-old daughter of 
O. H. Clemenson, a Los Angeles cabi- 
net maker, who is camping at Terminal 
with his family for the summer. The 
child was slightly purned by the deadly 
fluid, but the heavy night clothes she 
wore prevented serious injury. The 
mother discovered the criminal In the 
act, and frightened him away. 
Clemenson remained in Los Angeles 
last night, and the wife and children 
were unprotected. As usual the little 
family closed their tent early last 
evening and went to bed. Shortly be- 
fore 4 o'clock this morriing Girda, tke 
eldest girl, was awakened by someone 
feeling of her, and she at once called 
out to her mother in baby-like fashion, 
“Oh, mamma, there is someone tick- 
ling me.” Mrs. Clemenson at first paid 
no attention to the child. 

“But, mamma,” said the little girl, 
in a voice that told she was badly 
frightened, “there is a Mexican tickling 
me; see, here is his hand.” 

At his the mother sprang to the 
child’s bedside, and she saw the villain 
take his hand from under the canvas. 
Then she discovered the poisonous 
fluid that had been poured upon the 
night clothes of her baby girl. She 
called loudly for help, and several of 
her neighbors came to her assistance. 
There was no sign of the Mexican, 
save a few foot tracks denoting that 
he had fied in the direction of East 
San Pedro. . 

Mrs. Clemenson disrobed her daugh- 
ter and foufid that the acid had 
burned her but little. This morning 
she took the child to Los Angeles 
on the early train, for medical atten- 
tion. 

’ Mrs. Ames, who occupies a tent ad- 
joining that of the Clemenson family, 
sail: 

“We were awakened by loud screams 
from Mrs. Clemenson, and the painful 
cries of her little girl, who appeared 
to be suffering greatly from the shock.

DEMAND FOR SMALL TRACTS. 

{The following communication on a 
subject of much importance to South- 
ern California has been received from 
a correspondent who ig engaged in 
immigration work, and has recently 
returned from an eastern trip. It cer- 
tainly seems as if a strong corpora- 
tion that would undertake to pur- 
chase, irrigate and subdivide some of 
the large ranches, offering small tracts 
on easy terms of payment, might not 
only pay good dividends, but be a 
vseful factor in the development of 
Southern California. The water for 
irrigation might be secured from stor- 
age reservoirs, or by pumping.) 


. Your Tropico correspondent’s article 
and your observations on the same 
subject in The’ Times of July 29, are 
to the point to awaken interest in the 
Settiement of California. Please in- 
duige an extension of the subject. 
With experience of twelve years in 
colonization of Southern and Central 
California, and a tour of two months 
last year and of two months this sum- 
mer, giving stereopticon jectures

It grew steadily, 
but not rapidly—and he was content. 

And tin the end his first $1000 saved 
had been multiplied by 150. 

That ian’t a great fortune as. for- 
tumes are reckoned nowadays. But it 
is big enough to bring its possessor 
financial independence. It doesn’t re- 
quire business genius or great luck 
to get it. Almost anybody can do it 
who starts in right. ; 

It took Chief Arthur thirty years to 
do it. A great fault of the times is 
that too many people want to make 
$150,000 in thirty days or thirty min- 
utes. Not one in a million of them 
does—and the everlasting struggle of 
the other nine hundred and ninety- 
nine thousand nine hundred and nine- 
ty-nine is in marked contrast to the 
serene enjoyment of life by the man 
who saves and invests and reinvests 
with good judgment, while the mad 

mble goes on all about him.—{New |

Wagon Loads of Money. 

The presses of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing are moving 
twenty-four hours a day, printing 
money. The run is on new national 
bank notes. 

It takes about twenty-five days to 
prepare new money for the banks so 
that it will be properly seasoned to 
go into the hands of the public. ; 

The banks have orders ahead for 
many millions, and the circulation is 
being delivered to the controller by 
wagonloads each day. From the cen- 
trollier’s office it ts shipped to the 
banks upon the deposit of bonds cov- 
ering the amount to be shipped. The 
circulation of national banks of the

———— The enterprise referred to is the bullding of a pipe 


line, 308 miles in length, to supply water to the gold 
fields of Coolgardie and Kalgoorlie, located in Western 
Australia, in one of the most arid regions of the earth. 
The geological formation there is said to differ from 
that of any other known country of the wor!d, and there 
is no artesian water in the interior. Ip the spring of 
1892 the discovery of gold at Coolgardie not only 
brought about a big rush, but aiso brought the people 
of West Australia face to face with the serious prob- 
lem of a lack of water, not only for mining operations, 
but for household purposes, so that it was sold at 
sixty cents a gallon, and hote! keepers guarded the 
water beg more jealousiy than the whisky bottle. As 
for washing, that ‘was practically out of the question. 

The government of the colony took up the question, 
and tn face of much opposition from private contractors 
and their friends, decided to construct a pipe line over 
300 miles in length from the Darling hills. The formal 
opening of the system took place last. January, and the 
line worked perfectly. The pipe is thirty inches in 
diameter, with a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons a day. 
There are eight pumping stations along the route. The 
cost was $12,500,000. The importance of this project 
may be seen from the statement that last year the Kal- 
goorlie field alone had turned out a million ounces of 
gold. With the inauguration of this irrigation enter- | 
prise, Western Australia promises to-become the great- 
est producer of goid in the world.

THE MACEDONIAN UPRISING. 

T is becoming evident that the insurrection in Mace- 

donia is a much more serious affair than it was frst 

supposed to be, and that its suppression will be no 
mere summer pastime. In point of fact, a state of war 
already exists between Turkey and its revolting prov- 
ince. Thus far, the revolutionists appear to have the 
best of it. There is no telling how fast or how far the 
insurrection will spread. Other so-called “Christian 
provinces” of Turkey are in close sympathy with the 
Macedonians, and they may join the movement. Bul- 
garia is prepared to do so on the slightest pretext, or, 
perhaps, without any pretext whatever. Turkish mis- 
government and cruelty have created a common bond 
of sympathy between the Christian subjects of the 
Sultan. The spirit of revolt is in the air, and now that 


The Turkish government is in a condition of con- 
spicuous unpreparedness for the suppression of the in- 
surrection. Its soldiers are almost at the verge of a 
revolt because even their meager pay has been Tith- 
held from them for months. The treasury is almost 
bankrupt, and the troops are poorly armed, poorly 
clothed, and poorly fed. Altogether, “the Sick Man of 
Europe” is in a very bad way, and the prospects appear 
to be that he will get worse before he gets better. 

The Macedonians seem to be in a particularly des- 
their 
minds that their only hope is to create a situation so 
serious that the great powers of Europe will be forced 
to intervene, upon considerations of common decency 
and common humanity, whether they are willing to do 
so or not. The Ma edonian Committee, in its address 
to the powers, recently) issued, seeks to justify the up- 
rieing on the ground that Turkey has utterly failed to 
carry out the provisions of the Berlin Treaty. The ad- 
dress declares that— 

“They (the Christians) have had recourse to this 
extreme measure after exhausting all pacific means to 
secure the intervention of Europe to enforce the pro- 


this intervention is the only means of remedying the evi! 
and stopping the bloodshed. The sporadic efforts of 
the powers to secure reforms have failed; they resulted 
merely in a recrudescence of Turkish fanaticism and 
government oppression. It is evident that reform meas- 
ures to be efficacious must include the appointment of 
a Christian governor-general of Macedonia—some one 
who has never held office under the Porte, and whe 
must be independent of the Turkish government in the 
exercise of his functions—and the further appointment 
by the powers of a joint, permanent administrative 
beard, with fall powers to deal with any disturbances. 
Having published the foregoing facts to the civilized 
world, and made known the causes which have driven 
the Macedontans to despair, the committee for the 
Macedonians now in arms proposes to continue the fight 
till: the objeet of their uprising has been attained.”

In some such establishments along the Volga, cheap 
jewelry is made. Fifty villages make a speciaity of it. 
They manufacture earrings, bracelets, lockets and rings 
and gild them. They make copper and brass jewelry 
and ship it to Asia. The product is enormous. 

There are many thousands engaged on icons, or the 


pictures of saints cut out of metal and painted, which | 


are sold in Europe and in different parts of Azia. They 1 are found in every Russian home They sell for from 


a few cents to many dollars, and are exported to al! 
countries where the Greek Church has a foothold. 
There are some engaged in printing, others color lith- 
ographs and many make boxés of papier maché ani 
enamel them. There is one town where old-fashioned 
wall clocks are turned out, and another where they 
make little looking glasses so cheaply that 1000 can be 
sold at wholesale for $20 and still leave the manufac- 
turers a profit of about $3. In the same villages more 
expensive wares are produced, including costly pier and 
mantel glasses. But I might fill this paper with the 
different articles made in these home association:. 
They embrace everything used in Russia, from tex- 
tiles to machinery, and the cheapness of manufacture 
must be taken into consideration by the American;

Along the Volga there are thousands of women who 


weave fishing nets, using a million pounds of hemp and‘ 


other raw material every year. They labor on the 
farms in the summer and do this work in the winter. 
Their average earnings are about 10 cents per day, 
while the children who help them are glad to get 5, 6 
or 7 cents. | 


In the Big Factories. 


Within the past generation a great number of bic 
factories have been established in Russia. The mil- 
lions who are working in their homes are to a large ex- 
tent skilled laborers, and it takes but little time to 
teach them to handle machinery. The result is therw 
is an abundance of cheap labor, and all the industria! 
centers are growing. St. Petersburg has become a man- 
ufacturing city, and it hes iron works of all kinds. 
Warsaw has now about three-quarters of a million 
people, who are largely engaged in textile industvies, 
and Lodz, a great cotton town of Western Russia, is 
now growing faster than any town in the cuaiteid 
States. It was a village only a few years ago. It had 
about a hundred thousand population in 1390, and now 
it has more than three times that many. It makes 
goods for shipment to all parts of Russia and to 
Siberia, China, Turkestan and Persia. 

Russia bas now great linen and woolen mills. It 
has in its textile factories altogether more than six 
million spindles and something like one hundred and 
fifty thousand hands. There are sixty thousand en- 
gaged in dyeing, bleaching and printing, and almost 
three-quarters of a million employed on textiles alone. 

There are half a million Russians employed in min- 


j ing and smelting. and fully that number in making 


food stuffs. There are three hundred thousand men in 
the iron works and thousands at work in the oil flelds. 


Foreign Factories in Russia. 
Within the past few years the English, French, Ger- 
mans and Americans have been establishing factori2s 


in Russia to avoid the tariff and to take advantage of 
Russian cheap labor. The country is open 


to foreign capital, and. many of the foreign 
establishments are making money. I have 
spoken of the Westinghouse Air Brakes Works 


and those of the New York Air Brakes Company. 
The Westinghouse Company has electrical works in 
South Russia, and others of our manufacturers will 
likely establish plants on aceount of the present dis- 
crimination against the United States, which can be 
avoided by making the goods here. I am told that 
American capital will be welcomed and that it will have 
every advantage possessed by the natives, 


Working for Two Cents an Hour. 


The wages in the Russian factories are 2 cents an 
hour and upwards. There are thousands who work for 
a cent an hour, and tens of thousands who do not re- 
ceive 30 cenis a day for ten, eleven, and more hours’ 


work. I have before me some figures given by the 


order of Mr. Witte, the Russian Minister of Finance. 
They state that in the two great industrial provinces of 
Viadimir and Moscow the men on the average earn 
from $7.50 to $8 a month. This would be $2 a week, 
or 33 cents a day. Women get $5.25 a month, or about 
$1.30 per week, and boys of sixteen $4 a month, or less 
than 15 cents. a day, while children are paid as low 


as $2 a month, or 50 cents a week, about 8 cents a day. 
In general it is reckoned that the wages of a woman . 


should be two-thirds, those of a girl or voy of sixteen 
or seventeen one-half, and those of a child one-third 
the wages of a man. 


. This is in Central Russia. The wages are a little 


higher in St. Petersburg and in the west and south, 
but they are lower in the east and especially along the 
Volga. | 
The highest wages are paid in the engineering and 
machine shops, where the average is $12.50 a month for 
a ten-hour day. In the textile industries men get less 
than $8 per month and women about $5, the woolen 
hands receiving more than those working in cotton. In

The government figures state that “the 
Wages in the petroleum fields are comparatively high, 
the average for all workers being less than $12 monthly, 
while farm hands, taking the statistics for the last fif- 
teen years, have received om the average 19 cents a day 
for planting in seed time and 31 cents at harvest, with 
correspondingly low wages when work was not plenti- 
ful 


Understand these are the wages paid to white men, 
women and children and to people who have a natural 
intelligence as great as our own, and who, when edu- 
cated, are the full equals of any white people all the 


There is no eight-hour day in Russia. On the govern- 
ment work the laws provide that the day must not ex- 
tend beyond eleven and a half hours, not counting the 
recesses, and on Saturdays and days before holidays 


must be kept working more than ten hours out of the 
twenty-four. In all cases where the working time ex- 
ceeds ten hours a day, there must be one interval of not 
less than an hour. Men can make contracts for more 
than eleven and one-half hours if they wish, and on 
the farms fourteen hours and more is not uncommon. 
Women and children are not allowed to work at night 
in the iron works, and they are not allowed in the 
mines at all. 


How Live. 


The American workman, who receives ten, twenty or 
more times as much as the Russian, will ask how men 
can live on such wages. They cannot in cur sense of 
living. The houses of many of them are little better 
than our stables, although at some of the factories the 
people live rent free in homes furnished by their em- 
ployers. In the government of Moscow 57 per cent. of 
the workmen live in such houses, while only 25 per 
cent. have their own homes. Rents are low, and our 
average workingman’s family wasies more every day 


little meat; it.seldom costs him more than $2 a week, 
and $20 will keep him for six months or more. 
I was in Russia during the famine, when milfions of 


ited one government works, where 700 laborers were 
being boarded at an average cost of 9 cents a day, and 
for this each got four meals, two hot and two cold. 
Every man received four pounds of bread a day, he had 
a soup, three-quarters of a pound of meat and also vege- 
tables and mush. This was for workingmen, and in- 
deed I was told that thousands were fed on half that 
amount. 

Lebor Insurance and Pensions. 


Within the last few years the government has been 
enacting laws favoring the laboring men. It has pro- 
vided that ali factories and mill owners shall contrib- 
ute to hospitals and give medical assistance for their 
workmen. There are labor pensions and labor insur- 
ances both for death and accidenis. There are also 
mutual labor insurance companies for permanent and 
temporary disablements, and one or two old-age insur- 
ance companies. 

The factory laws were revised in 1886, when the 
working hours for women and children were limited. 
Now all wages have to be paid in cash, and there are no 
uch things as store orders and factory stores. An 
ymployer cannot dismiss his workmen contrary to his 
-oniract with them, and he can inflict fines only accord- 
ing to the rules of the labor department. All large fac- 
tories outside the towns have to provide free hospitals, 
baths, schools and lifdraries for their people, and any 
employer who mistreats his men can be fined; on the 
other hand, the men can be punished for  strik- 
ing without cause. If an employer abuses his em- 
vloyés, the government may close his factory and put 
nim in jail, so that altogether the laws are pretty fair. 

Ruasia has fewer strikes than other countries. Its 
abor is not organized as ours is, and it will be a long 
‘ime before the unions have the power there that they 
have in England and Germany.

“Gipsies, tinkers, and sturdy beggars” were of old fre- 
quent subjects of parochial notices, warning them 
against pains and penalties if they should encamp on the 
waste of the manor. In many a parish during the last 
century roadside strips were deliberately inclosed by the 
land owners or by their tenants for the express purpose 
of keeping these nomads at arm's length. In those days, 
says the “Field,” it was not the custom to upbraid the 
author of the inclosure, nor to agitate against any sup- 
posed encroachment of public rights on the waste; on the 
contrary, such inclosure used to be looked upon as a pub- 
lic boon for the suppression of human vermin. But the 
nomad instinct of the gipsy tribes dies hard, and to this 
day the bulk of them prefer, like the Black Douglas, to 
hear the lark sing rather than the mouse squeak. In 
sundry localities the tribes have purchased land for their 
own camping purposes, and reside upon it under can- 
vas, retaining their traditional objection to bricks and 
nortar. Where they make arrangements of this nature 
heir presence becomes less objectionable, but even then 
‘here remains room for intervention of sanitary inspect- 
ors and of school board officers. 

There are certain uninclosed spaces which have for 
centuries been treated by gipsies as residences, and to 
which they seem to consider that they have an actual 


tt is within easy distance of London, and serves a& bead- 
quarters from which they can ply their miscellaneous 
calling. To the artist the view of a gipsy encampment in 
some grassy parish lane may be a subject for pictur- 
esque stady, but for the farmer who has hen roosts, the 
squire who has game preserves, and the genera! occu- 
pier of land who objects to having his fences Jdismantied 
and pilfered for roadside fuel, the gipsy camp is some- 
times anything but a blessing; and when any lord of the 
manor can be found disposed to expend time and money 
In ridding the parish of such pests he is looked upon as 
a public benefactor; But it is by no means an easy task, 
even under the aegis of the law courts, to effect a clear- 
ance in all cases. Sir Walter Scott describes the dim-+ 
culties which beset the Laird of Ellangowan when he 
set himself to evict the gipsy tribe of Faa from his 
estate. 

The lord of the manor of Lambourne, in Essex, is at 
the present time engaged in a similar crusade before Mr. 
Justice Byrne. He has obtained an injunction against 
a gang of this description, who have been invading the 
common and creating a nuisance, but the defendant gip- 
sies appear to have been contumacious, and to have de- 
fied the order of the court. They still retained their 
vans on the common, and declined to march. If some 
united action of this nature could be taken by land own- 
ers, if only of ohe county at a time, each district could 
be purged of these nuisances, or at least the nomads 
could be driven to become their own freeholders. The 
tribes have, as a fraternity, plenty of money, and can 
well afford to buy camping grounds for themselves; but 
naturally, so long as they can find free and easy owners 
of manors who suffer them to squat, they prefer to dom- 
icile themselves on land for which they pay no rates or 
taxes.—[London Globe,

“You see,” said Dr. Withrow, “that ordinary persons 
trouble themselves but little as to bow far their brain 
influences their most ordinary. muscular actions of 
every-day life, and yet it is a fact that before you move’ 
a limb the order to move that limb must be conveyed 
to it from the brain. The headquarters in the brain 
from where these orders are issued is known as the 
speech center. 

“The speech center lies either at the right or left side 
of the brain. If it lies on the right side the orders will 
be transmitted more rapidly to the left ‘than to the right 
limbs, and make a person what is generally called left- 
handed, though in reality a more correct term would 
be right-minded. On the other hand, a person having 
“the speech center on the left will exercise their right 
limbs more readily than their left, and such an individ- 
ual might be called left-minded. 

“Young children, who naturally use their left hand in 
preference to their right, are simply obeying the orders 
issued from the brain, and if not taught to use their

He took a Japanese man with 
bim, to precede the party a few feet, and keep the 
track clear of birds. For the albatrowes especially are 
so fearless that they will not move until they are fairly 
brushed out of the way. They monopolize the track, 
and if not driven off would be constantly run over. 

The cars are filled at the guano beds, brought to the 
settlement, where their contents are loaded upon barks, 
which sail to the fertilizing works at Honolulu. Here 
the material is ground and shipped to sugar plantations. 

One shipload contains about a thousand tons of guano 
rock, and it takes a bark about a month or six weeks to 
make a round trip. Most of the work is done in the 
summer, four or five trips in a season being considered 
a fair amount of busines. 

Notwithstanding the forlorn, lonesome, desolate condi- 
tion of this unusual! island, the passengers of the Alba- 
tross were loath to leave iis weird surrounding:, which 
offered so much of scientific interest. During their 
two weeks’ visit they went ashore every day to pursue 
their explorations and study, or cruised. about the 
reef, making observations. It was with the greatest 
reluctance that they finally weighed anchor for the last 
time and steamed away in an easterly direction for

The Fijians as a Race. § 

’ The only stigma which the Fijians were guilty of 
was that they were cannibals; apart from this they are 
@ fine and really admirable people. Chief Thakambau 
(King of Bau) was a fine-looking, extremely dignified 
and venerable gray-bearded warrior, who would com- 
mand attention anywhere, with his retinue of war 
canoes, warrior attendants and native drums. The minor 
chiefs, and in fact the Fijians generally, though savage 
and barbaric in appearance, are of a strangely im- 
pressive character. The dignity of these chiefs and their 
sense of the ridiculous is surprising—not at all what 
one would expect in a people until very recently given 
over to cannibalism. All the natives, except those 
living in the interior’ mountains of Viti Leon (Big 
Fiji,) are large, handsome and well proportioned, and 
of a brown copper color. Their limbs, heads, hands 


and feet are those of well-built persons—no thin shanks 
or splay. feet, like the African. The type of feature is 


not exactly like the African, although the nose is 
slightly flat. The hair is kinky, but long and plentiful, 
a@nd treated with a lasai (coral lime) and na moli (wild 
soap limes,) which give it rather a golden blonde color. 


' Jt is worn combed and trimmed to a uniformity, much 


after the Circassian beauty style. Most of the young 
male dandies wear it as long as possible; others have it 
trimmed shorter. It is becoming to them, and they cer-

fellow diner wil! generally be looking unwontedly de- 


jected. Most of the dishes of which he partakes are no: 
only simply astounding from a gustatory standpoin'. 
but his yellow-skinned neighbor has a frankly hospit- 
able way of picking up some especially dainty tidbit from 
his own plate, with his own individual chopsticks, and 
putting it plump into the mouth of the favored guest. 

Little squares of raw, redolent fish, dipped in sweet 
sauce; pieces of sharks’ fins, that have reached 4 
pinnacle that the most ambitious of “high” game never 
dreamed of, will be shoved graciously between the teeth 
of the shivering foreigner by his cordial fellow-diner. 


One conciliatory American, who had braced himself 


against any exhibition of feeling, no matter what might 
happen, was utterly demoralized by a worthy tea mer- 
chant, who, with the utmost seriousness and with fau!t- 
less precision, popped into his mouth a large prune, 
stuffed with a little ball of cold pig’s liver.

When the Duke of Connaught was returning in the 
battleship Renown from his recent Indian tour he ex- 
pressed a wish to see the conditions under which naval 
stokers work; and, although the quarter-deck officers 
tried to dissuade him, His Royal Highness, provided 
with a proper kit, made his way. down to the boiler- 
‘room. But it was not sufficient for him to look on’ while 
the panting and perspiring stokers labored in the in- 
ferno that lies deep below the deck of a man-of-war; 
and, calling for a shovel, he began to ply it with aston- 
ishing vigor. 

At the end of half an hour, however, he had had 
enough of it, and when he emerged on deck again, with 
rivuleis of perspiration streaming down a grimy face, 
he vowed he had never done so much hard work in any 
previous twenty-four hours. 

But the stoking record among men of title must go to 
Viscount Cole, eldest son and heir of the Earl of Ennis- 
killen.

OING to Alaska! A pleasure trip through that ice 
land! Of all places to travel for recreation! Such

Final orders are given, the freight hold closed, sailors 
hurry to and fro in the dark, busy with their few re- 
maining duties. The numerous passengers of different 
classes crowd the decks. From the hurricane we look 
down upon hardy old miners, with their customary 
packs—Swedes, Norwegians, Irish, fearleag young Amer-

| fags as souvenirs, and a refreshing little lunch. It takes 


one is out on deck to see the landing at Vancouver. We 
step from the boat onto British soil, and wander with 
much curiosity through the atreets of the pretty sleepy 
little town. No one seems in a hurry, and life moves 
easily. We purchase some small Canadian and British 


us half the day, but what of it? This is Vancouver. 
But our ship is again under way. In the evening the 
cabin was cleared for dancing, good music being fur- 
nished by the soldiers’ violins and guitars. Square sets 
and round dances, with strolls and tete-a-tetes in the 
adjoining “palm garden and conservatory.” Yes, there 
are all the appointments of a modern ballroom. Aronnd- 
the main aft deck hangs a double row of beeves, 
most artistically dene up in gunnysacks, the palms, smal! 
crates marked “butter,” “bacon,” “eggs,” serve as garden 
benches, and in the center is a box covered with net- 
ting, through which can be seen a variety of hothouse 
plants in full bloom, hyacinths, tulips, roses and carna- 
tions, to be transplanted in some greenhouse—on trial 
in the frozen North. Was not that a unique palm gar- 
den and conservatory? 

After the dance we ascend to the hurricane. deck to 
find that the night is dark and moonless. The captain 
points out the dangerous rocks and narrow passes with 
the searchlight. How wierdly grotesque and grewsome 
the horizontal walls of dense pines, with their black 
shadows and reflections in the watér, appear bf the dim 
starlight. These are the dangerous narrows! The ship 
moves slowly through this strangely dark channel, and 
engulfed in the blackness one feels that by stretching 
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The planked streets and various log structures are built 
on the tundra, a spongy formation of moss and earth, in 
some places but three or four feet deep, and underneath 
solid ice. But few vegetables can be grown, and in many 
a home the window boxes contain young lettuce and 
radishes instead of flowers. Lemons are a dollar and 
a half a dozen, apples thirty cents apiece, beefsteaks a 
dollar: It is said that Dawson, like Paris, never sleeps. 

Fifteen hundred miners throng the streets, for they 
work in relays, and the town is always full. Three 
newspapers, with their extra editions announcing the 
latest strikes, rich finds and newly discovered veins of 
gold, are cried continually on the streets. Bands of 
music clamor for sideshows, screeching megaphones pro- 
claim the arrival and departure of vessels, and it is 
worse than Séattle. 

Dawson is the seat of government of the Yukon terri- 
tory. Here the Americar Consu! resides, and here also 
is located the headquarters of the Northwest Mounted 
Police. All the troops turn out to do the American 
soldiers honor. They are shown the sights, and in the 
afternoon a baseball game is played. As usual, we win, 
with a score of 8 to 6. The officers make formal calls 
and drive us out to the post, where we are shown the 
prison, hospital and commissary departments, and finally 
refreshed with 5 o'clock English tea in their own beau- 
tiful quarters. The redcoats and the bluecoats are 
already fast friends, and as the latter leave, that night, 
for their Yukon fort, a hundred miles away, we hear 
the Canadian soldiers call from the wharf: “Good by, 
Pat;” “Write to me, Brown;” “Don’t forget us, boys;” 
while our men send up shouts and cheers for the Brit- 
} ishers, the Northwest Mounted Police, and Dawson. But 
not until the boat has cleared the dock does one have 
the daring to say, “Who can’t play baseball?” 


Esquimaux and Mosquitoes. 


The six days’ sail down the Yukon to St. Michael is 
crowded with interest. Here we come in touch with 
the native Esquimo life—and the mosquitoes. Stops of 
an hour or so at the various villages and camps give 
us glimpses of the Indian huts and dugouta. 


We reach Fort Egbert, Circle City and then Old Fort 
Yukon, situated at the northernmost bend of the river, 
and under the Arctic Circle. As-this is the period of 
the summer solstice, the midnight sun rolls for an hour 
just.above the horizon, like a burnished orb in a fiery 
red sky, and then begins its ascent for a new day. 

Rampart, Tanana, Nulato, Anvik and Holy Cross Mis- 
sion are the succeeding river points. At each of these 
villages the natives surround the boat in their birch- 
bark canoes, or walrus skin kyaks, trading furs, moose, 
deer and salmon, for tea, sugar and chewing gum. 


St. Michael, about sixty miles from the mouth. of the 
Yukon, on the Bering Sea, is the point of transfer from 
the ocean to the river steamers. Here for ten days 
there is a round of balls and dinners. Yes, in Alaska 
the soeial life is a novel feature. We are of a house 
partyin a quaint old building, that was once a part of 
the Russian fort, but now American soldiers guard the 
old blockhouse out on the point, for St. Michael is also 
an army post. 

Here we ere given a real dog-sled ride—of course, not 
over ice and snow, but across the fields of slippery moss 
in a low sled drawn by seven great, beautiful dogs. The 
command to start and go is “mush,” and for turning to 
the right and left, “gee” and “haw.” 

Another day and we are out on a government launch 
to visit a great whaler that is coaling here, bound for 
the Arctic Ocean. There are chickens, pigs and a cow 
aboard, and the life, except to the captain in his quar- 
ters, must be one of horrible slavery. 


A day and a night across Norton Sound, and we are 
at Nome. We are a mile out at sea, and Nome looks 
like a beautiful mirage spread out on the water's edge 
before us. o vessels can go nearer on account of the 
shoals, and the break-up of the ice in the spring would 
carry away any wharf. So all freight is landed on great 
lighters or flat boats, while the passengers have to brave 
the high surf tn smal] dories. Skillful Norwegian 
oarsmen row these carefully into the breakers, and then, 
if you are lucky, you perhaps escape a soaking, as the 
boat makes a plunge through the waves and is grasped 
by seamen in hip boots and dragged aground, or else you 
are picked up bodily, carried under one arm to shore, 
and deposited like a bag of meal. 

The great open court on the water front is always 
th¥onged with spectators watching the landing and the 
sometimes dangerous struggles of these little boats. 

For miles away, stretches the beach, and every foot of 
its sands has been washed by the gold-seekers. The 
city is similar to Dawson, with its planked streets and 
curious buildings, but here are larger stores and a fine 
modern inn, the Golden Gate Hotel. In its immense 
ballroom, dances, masquerades, carnivals and beautiful 
balls are given, for we must know that there are fifteen 
thousand people in Nome during the summer, and they 
are not all miners.

The next day is the 4th of July, and the safe arrival 
of the two lost steamers inspires an extra celebration. 
There are band concerts in the court, speeches in the 
large halls, and a dance and fireworks in the evening— 
although I myst say they are rather pale-looking fire- 
works in that all-day-night. 

The fashionable hour for promenading is sunset— 
about 11 o'clock, and the restaurants and hotels serve 
dinner till midnight, for no one thinks of going to. 
sleep before morning, and you do not seem to require 
thé rest in this north electric atmosphere. 

The first chickens brought to Nome waited long for 
the sun to set, and finally, staggering around in their 
sleepiness, had to be driven into dark houses. 

At the whistle of an expected steamer we hurry to the

The Wild Goose Route. 


The Wild Goose Route consists of a fussy little en- 
gine and four small flat cars with benches across, but 
this is the only railway in Alaska besides that over the 
great White Pass, and is very highly esteemed, you may 
be sure. So out we go, bumping elong the four miles 
to the mines, over Anvil Creek and Mountain, where 
the richest strikes were made. 


Is this Alaska? Alaska of great snows and ice? 
Why, the air is golden warm with sunlight and the 
tundra covered with brilliant masses of wild flowers. 
There is a multitude of varieties—daisies, violets, scar- 
let, yellow and purple-clustered blossoms, then whole 
hillsides of exquisite blue forget-me-nots. 

The mining is placer, and above ground, and there is 
a clean-up while we are here, so we see the process. 
Streams of water are turned into the long, raised 
troughs called sluices, into which the miners have been 
shoveling the rich gravel. In the’ washing down, the 
gold, being heaviest, falls to the bottom, where it is 
held by lattice-like rifles. Then the water is turned 
off, and you pick out the nuggets, shovel up the gold, 
and you have a small fortune. Is it any wonder that 
men go crazy at the thought? 


But of course this is a rich paystreak, and other 
mines yield but a few dollars. So goes the exciting 
game of hide and seek with natures stores that makes 
up the fascination of mining life. The whole place 
goes wild in a night over a heavy find, and to those 
who have lived here a year or so the excitement be- 
comes part of their lives. They say they leave on a 
visit to the States,” but to return shortly, feeling they 
can never be satisfied again but in the great North, where

A Trip THROUGH THE PROMISING 
CENTRAL AMERICAN REPUBLIC. 


By a Special Contributor. 
UATEMALA, itn Central America, is one of the 
most interesting and promising of the Centra) 
American republics. It is situated directly south 
of Mexico, and its people resemble the Mexicans in 
a great many habits. The present population of Guat- 
emala is 1,350,000. Over one million of these are pure 
Indians, while the rest are Ladinos (half Indian and 
half Spanish,) with a sprinkling of foreigners. The In- 
dians do all the hard work, while the Ladinos run the 
country just as they please. | 

Last year, having heard much of Guatemala and its 
beauty, I took a trip there. The most comfortable way 
to get there is via San Francisco. Steamers leave 
that city every week for Central American ports. 

The first Guatemala port we came to was Champerico. 
The place is very small, with only a customhouse, hotel 
and barracks as the main part of town, and besides, a 
few miserable huts. The steamers have to anchor a 
few miles out at sea, as the harbor is not safe, and in 
order to land we had to wait for a large lighter which 
was towed out by a small steam launch. The baggage 
is lowered into the lighter first and then the passengers 
are lowered, one by one, in an open barrel, an unpleas- 
ant ordeal which often makes the passengers seasick. 
Lackily for us, the sea was not very rough, and only 
one or two were affected. | 

After all the passengers were lowered, we were taken 
ashore, where we had to go through a similar opera- 
tion. We were hoisted to the dock in a cage on which 
the word “Welcome” was written in English. : 

The first thing that strikes one, on landing, is the 
depreciated value of Guatemala currency. For a five- 
dollar gold piece we received $80 in their paper money 
(16 to 1.) | 
ee ~~ Champerico, although a small seaport, is a very busy 
and lively one. All the coffee from northern Guatemala 
is exported through this place. Five or morg steamers 
are often seen in Champerico, waiting to be loaded with / 
coffee. 

Guatemala claims to have some of the best coffee 
the world. It is a very mountainous country, and as 
coffee best at an elevation of three thousand feet, 
it is well fitted for this product. 

A railroad, owned and managed by natives, runs from 
Champerico up through some of the best coffee planta- 
. tions, to San Felipe. 

A good many fine plantations lie at some distance 
from the railroad, and their product is transported on 
mule back, each mule taking from two to three hundred 
pounds of coffee. : 

The climate along the coast is very warm, and rain 
is very abundant. Most of the Indians go half naked, 
all the time. They all wear sandals and large straw | 
hats. The language of the country is Spanish, but many , 
of the Indians cannot speak it, having their own dia- 
lect. 

The largest and most important town in northern 
Guatemala is Quezaltenango, situated in the mountains, 
eight thousand feet above sea level; and at the foot of 
the famous volcano Santa Maria. On the 18th of April, 
1902, at half-past 8 o’clock at night, a _ terrible 
eruption took place, which completely ruined this 
town. $$ Over one thousand people were instantly 

ed, and the whole town was ruined. All 
the buildings in Guatemala are built of brick 
and” adobe, which made things worse, as people 
were crushed under the falling debris. A few 
months afterwards, a second eruption occurred, and for 
over two days the sun was not visible. The city is now 
in ruins, but I believe will soon be built up again.

Guatemala was visited by earthquakes about one hun- 
dred years ago, when the Spaniards possessed the coun- 
try, and Antigua (the old capital) was ruined and many 
thousands of people were killed, among them the wife 
of Alvarado, the Spanish conqueror. Mrs. Alvarado was 
at church, says one of the natives, and in a fit of anger 
eursed God, and the minute she finished, the shock 
camie and killed ber.

Antigua was and is today a most fanatic city. A 
great handsome church was built by the Spaniards al-

some places their walls are 10 feet thick. The most in- 
teresting part of these churches is the underground 
connection between them. We went through some of 
the passages and found many skeletons of priests, nuns, 
and babies. The priests have been the curse of the 
Spanish American countries. Whatever the priest says 
goes, and the poor natives give him al) they have. 

What Guatemala of today: needs is European and 
American immigration, with true religious liberty: a 
better education of its common people and the higher 
moral standard that will come with religious liberty. 

Before leaying this republic, we visited the capital, 
Guatemala City. It is situated just thirty miles from 
Antigua, at an elevation of 6000 feet.

THE STORY OF THE ALABAMA AND 
THE KEARSARGE. 

By @ Special Contributor. 
HIRTY-NINE years ago the last naval combat took 
place between two ships that were fair representa- 
tives of that time. It is instructive to note the 

evolution in naval warfare since that memorable occur- 
rence. A modern second-class cruiser could sink them 
both, without beating to quarters, or disturbing the 
watch below, and would herself be uninjured by the 
combined fire of their ordnance, then the heaviest 
known. 

The following narration is strictly from official sources, 
and contains a copy of the entry in the log-book of the 


Kearsarge, never before published unofficially, telling- 
a story in few words around which volumes have been 
written. | 
On Sunday morning, June 19, 1864, as the U.S.S. Kear- 
sarge lay off Cherbourg, the day being fine, with hazy 
wind moderate from the westward, with 
little sea, the Conferedate steamer Alabama was descried 
coming out of the western entrance of the harbor, ac- 
companied by the French ironciad Couronne. | 
To place both ships beyond neutrality jurisdiction, 
they steamed off shore some seven miles, when the 
head of the Kearsarge was turned short round, and

“Ie there a press in Russia? All that is permitted 
is that paper may be dirtied with printer’s ink, thou- 
sands of secret circulars forbid the printing not only 
of ideas, but even of individual words. Officially, ac- 
cording to the law, there is a press, but secret regu-— 
lations directly annul the law. The legislator can say 
what he likes, but the officials are stronger and more in- 
fluential than he is. Today he writes: ‘Let it be so’; 
temorrow a secret circular is issued which completely 
destroys all that the monarch so wisely resolved upon. 
If Your Majesty were graciously pleased to demand the 
production of the secret circulars issued by the Press 
Administration during the past five years, and would 
devote two or three hours to looking through them, 
Your Majesty would be startled at the presumption and 
the terrible power exerted over the Russian idea. 
“This arbitrariness prevails in almost every depart- 
ment. I can name several of Your Majesty's direct 
commands which have never been carried into effect. 
Only such commends are executed as appear advantage- 
ous to the officials.

‘The Making of the Pond or Pool. 


Any one may have a collection of half-hogsheads or 
large tubs, partly filled with soil, and I have segn very 
interesting collections of water plants thus grown at 8 
mere trifle of expense, but most gardens, even those on 
the smell) dty lot, will afford a space eight or ten feet 
across for an excavation which should be made two or 
three feet deep. This excavation should be lined with 
stone or brick and covered with concrete. There should 
be a waste pipe and provision for overfiow. Where i 
is desirable to srow several varieties of plants, boxes 
or shallow tubs pirtially filled with soil may be placed 
in such a basin. Since the majority of water plants 
are very gross feeders, you can bardly supply them with 
too rich a soll. The usual compost of two-thirds of good 
rich loam and one-third well-rotted manure is the best 
soll for the lily bed. It is not at all necessary to have 
a continuous flow of running water into a basin, but 
during the growing season there must be sufficient 
‘ change in the water each day to prevent stagnation. .

About Pulgue. 
THE MabGbuEY PLANT AND THE 
EXTRACTED FROM IT. 


‘By a Special Contributor. 


MONG the memories of a sojourn in Mexico are two 

scenes which. are most intimately related to each 

other, although at first appearance it would seem 
as if lack of relation could not be more complete. 

One is of a steep, clear hillside, ruddy in the glow of 
the western sun, merging above in the pine-mantied 
shoulders of the mountain, and losing itself below in the 
valley of Mexico, which stretches away, across the rocky 
Slopes of the Pedrega!, past the clustering ‘towers and 
domes of the City of Mexico, past the green marshes 
and silver lagoons of the widowed lake of Xochimilco, 
to the point where Popocatepeti and Ixtacihuat! with one 
stupendous sweep thrust their snow-crowned heads 
miles into the azure crystal of the sky. The hillside is 


juice of grapes. It also serves for garments of men and

are cultivated for their fibre, six for the distilling of 
“mescal,” a species of rum, and eight for the making 
of pulque; and it is with these last that the present 
account has to do. . % 
Discovery of Pulque. 
The discovery of pulque is hidden in the uncertainty 
which surrounds nearly all the events of Aztec history, 
but there are two legends regarding it, one of which 
ascribes the discovery to Tequechmecaniani, the “God 


}of Wiae”; whercas the other, which is more circum- 


covered with huge gray-green magueys, and among their 
spiny leaves moves an Indian, straight-backed and 
pleasant-eyed, filling the pigskin slung at his back with 
‘the nectar he draws from the heart of the grim plant. 

The scene is idyllic, and Greek in its freshness, its 
vigor and its clean simplicity. 

The other scene is of a narrow street in the City of 
Mexico, and the front of a pulque saloon, doubly taw- 
dry in the hot, garish light of a tropical noon. There is 
a crowd of men and women in soiled and shabby 
clothes, leaning two deep on the counter, from behind 
a couple of slouchy men ladle forth the white, 
pulque. The front and the interior of the 
place show the remains of crude and gaudy decoration,

foul odor which comes from the doorway. Antithetical 
as the two pictures appear, they are related to each 


_ other by steps of the most minute gradation, and are

The Maguey Piant. 


The Spaniards under Cortez found many strange things 
in the land of their conquest, but perhaps no one thing 
which surprised and impressed them more than the 
huge, round plant with spiked leaves, which some con- 
founded with the aloe, and others regarded as a strange 
and giant variety of the artichoke. A member of Cor- 
tez’s suite, writing back to Spain, said: “There exists 
in Mexico a plant which ig at once a tree and an arti- 
choke. The leaves are as thick as the knee, and longer 
than the arm, and there arises from the center a sprout 
three times as high as a man, and with a bulk equal to 
a child of six or seven years. When it is mature, or 
ripe, the Indians cut this sprout, which then produces 
liquor, This tree is of great use since it produces wine, 
vinegar and honey, and a beverage like the cooked

The maiden, clad in a tunic of white, em- 
broidered cotton, entered, bearing in one hand a vase 
of flowers and in the other a jar of the aguamiel, or un- 
fermented sap of the agave. 

The most reasonable of the modern theories regarding 
the discovery of pulque is that some one having noticed 
the meteor (a species of pecker,) which is accustomed to 
peck the leaves of the maguey and thus extract the sap, 
took some of the sap to see what it was like, and that 
a portion of this by some chance having been allowed 
to ferment, pulque was discovered. 


Cultivation of the Maguey. 


The plant from which pulque is made has the scien- 
tific name Agave Americana, but in the United States it 
is commonly known as the century plant, whereas in 
Aztec it is called “met],” and in Spanish “maguey.” 
The name pulque is probably a corruption of the Aztec 
“polouhqui,” which signifies unfermented wine. 

The maguey is indisputably indigenous to America, 
although it is now found in a great variety of places;

On pulling the trigger the cartridge is fired, the empty 
shell extracted, and a new cartridge loaded into the 
chamber, all these operations taking p.ace automatically, 
without any manipulation of the arm. This automatic 
operation of the pistol is effected by the recoil of the 
moving parts, and as a consequence the recoil is so a)- 
sorbed in being untilized that it has no disaurbing effect. 
The first shot can be discharged more quickly than from 
any arm made, as this pistol can be carried with perfect 
safety while the hammer is at full cock. 

No less than thirty-five separate parts go to the mak- 
ing up of this remarkable weapon, and it has been dem- 
onstrated that the pistol can be taken completely apart in 
five seconds, without the aid of any tool. It has a num-

False Teeth for Soldiers. : 
HE War Office has already got to work upon its 
plan for supplying sets of false teetb gratis to 
soldiers who have lost their teeth “as a result of 
active service,” and loca! dentists have been approwhed 
in various centers with the offer of army work. 

The price allowed by the War Office to the dentists is 
only £1 for extracting (including anaesthetic, and what- 
ever the number of teeth,) and from £2 10s. to £4 10s. for 

the artificial substitutes. This is not considered by the 
dentisis to be e Hberal price, inasmuch as under the 
present plan the soldier doea not come into the dentist's 
hands at al! until he is practically rendered incapable of 
duty through loss or decay of his teeth. 

One of the official dentists says that nearly all the 
teeth lost or ruined in the South African war were dam- 
aged by the biscuits. The soldiers aver that the biscuits 
were almost as hard as granite, and that it was impos- 
sible to eat them unless they were soaked overnight or 
boiled in fat.. Instances are numerous of men whose 
teeth were broken to pieces, and who came home with 
@ mouth full of jagged edges. 

But according to the official dentist, the War Office 
plan starts at the wrong end, so far as soldiers enlisted 

ce the war are concerned. The War Office idea ts 
that these men shall wait until they are incapacitated 
for want of sound teeth, and then be sent to the dentist 
for a new set. The dentist’s experience is that men with 
one or two decayed teeth are not sent to have their teeth 
repaired, and the repair of teeth is no part of the new 
plan. New sets of false teeth for old sets of natural 
ones is the War Office idea. What ought to be done in 
professional opinion is to appoint dentists who shall 
regularly examine the teeth of every soldier in the army 
~twice a year—and keep the men's teeth in good repair. 
Recruits have to possess a sufficient number of good 
teeth on joining the army, and the obvious thing to do 
_ would be to prevent their teeth from decaying. 

The army dentist should “stop” or “crown” decay- 
ing teeth, so that most men would never require the 
false set now temptingly offered. The regular inspection 
and mending of teeth would probably be less expensive 
than the provision of new sets, and it would raise the 


standard of health in the army and decrease the propor- 


tion of inefficients.—[London Mall.

Jack, Net Jackie. 
OW the word Jackie, or Jacky, ever came to he ap- 
plied to our man-of-war's men we need not stop now 
to inquire. Suffice to say that, to the infinite disgust of 
our sailors, this very objectonable term has obtained ea 
certain vogue among the fresh young scribblers of the 
press. It is never used by officers of the navy in speak- 
ing of their men. : ‘ 

Jackie, as the diminutive of Jack, when applied to the 
sailor, is an opprobrious epithet. In a milder sense 
Jackie is expressive of derision. So with Johnnie, a 
word used for a novice, a raw hand, or a “greeny.” 
During the Civil War the diminutive “Johnnie” was an- 
plied to “our friends the enemy,” _and “Johnnie Reb” be- 
came a well recognized term. Or Jackie might be re- 
garded as a term of endearment like Jobnny, and Billy, 
and Tommy. This unwarranted familiarity the sailor 
resents. As a diminutive term Jackie might be applied, 
with some degree of propriety, to a naval apprentice 
during the barracks stage of his career; or a naval re- 
serve man showing his uniform in a ball room for the 
first time; but to apply it to a stalwart man-of-war’s 
man, bronzed by battle with storm and breeze, and satu- 


rated with the salt air of distant seas,.is not only an. 


outrage to the English language, but an insult to the 
manhood of our sailors. It is no wonder that they hate 
it; no wonder that newspapers are sometimes thrown 
aside in disgust by men when their eyes meet such head- 
ings as these: “Welcome to Our ‘Jackies.’” “The 
‘Jackies’ Fought Bravely.” “Fine Shots are ‘Jackies,’ ” 
etc., ete. Jacky, Jackey, or Jackie, the dictionaries in- 
form us, is the slang for English gin, thus: “Well, you 
parish bull-prig, are you for lushing (drinking) Jackey 
or patiering in the ham-box?” 

The words seaman, sailor, or man-of-war's man ought 
to be good enough for the average writer. If one must 
be facetious, or patronizing, or slangy, why not be con- 
tent with “jack-tar.” How would it sound to say— 

“There's a sweet little cherub that sits up aloft 
To keep watch for the life of poor Jackie?’ 

Jackie is not a bad name for a pet monkey of the mar- 
moset variety. But in the name of common decency let 
us spare the gallant seamen who broke the sea power of 
Spain from such an ignominious name as Jackie.—[{Our

A Lincola Pardon. 


NITED STATES PENSION COMMISSIONER E. F. 

WARE, who is in Topeka, brought with him an in- 
teresting relic of Abraham Lincoln and the Civil War. 
Tt is in the form of a pardon issued by President Lincoln 
to one David Levy, a deserter from the Federal army, 
and the story of it goes as follows: 

In the summer of 1886 David Levy, a private soldier, 
was sent to one of the army hospitals while suffering 
from some small ailment, which, nowever, was suffi- 
cient to incapacitate him for duty. Ona day ‘e disap- 
peared from the hospital. It was found later that he 


had deserted and gone home, his later explanation being 
that he thought he could recover his health quicker if 
he was among his own people. In due time he was ap- 
prehended by the military authorities and returned to the 


* front, going by way of Washington. 
While in Washington, under zaari and awai*ing trial 
for desertion, he managed to briag his case to the at- 


tention of President Lincoln. The President sent for 
him, heard his story, and closed the incident by giving 
him a pardon, and from here the story skips some thir- 

In December last the Pension Department received 
an application for a pension from David Levy. In look- 
ing up the records in the Adjutant-General’s office it 
was discovered that David Levy was carried with the 
word “deserter” opposite his name. He was informed 
by the pension officials that pensions were not for de- 
serters. He replied that it was true that he hai been 


a deserter, but that he had been pardoned by the Presi- 


dent, and had served faithfully until the end of the war. 
The pension authorities answered in turn that if he had 
a pardon he must produce it, as the records bore no 
evidence of the existence of such a docum-. 
thereupon Levy sent the pardon, just as written by the 
President, together with the statement that he had kept 
it safe all these years. 

The pardon is written on a bit of pasteboar!d abont 
the size of an ordinary visiting card. The writing 
though dimmed by age, is clearly legible, and would he 
recognized at once by those famMfjar with the angular 

hand of the martyred President. There is no circum- 
locution or legal verbiage about it. It goes straight to 
the point as follows: 

“If David Levy shall enlist and serve faithfully for 
one year, or until otherwise honorably discharged, I will 
pardon him for the past. A. LANCOLN. 

“January 12, 1865.” 

It will be observed that technically considered this ts 
not a pardon, but only the promise of a pardon. How- 
ever, David Levy was able tu show that he had f°" 
fully carried out the conditions fixed by the President, 
and the Pension Department corrected the records and 
granted him a pension. 

The matter was brought to, the personal attention of 
Mr. Ware for decision. He became much interested in 
the case, and when the pension had been granted he 
wrote to Levy, asking him if he could be induced to pert 
with the Lincoln document. Levy answered that he 
would sell it for $5, and it was purchased by Mr. Ware 
at the price named.—{Kansas City Journal.

Granite for Los Angeles.

A Patent Bottle. 


OS ANGELES is prolific in inventive geniuses, 
Many patents are taken out by residents of this city. 
One of the latest of these is for a device that may be 
truly characterized as a “long-felt want,” namely for a 
non-refillable bottle,soas to prevent fraud on the part 
of those who put second-class wines, and sauces, and 
other things into first-class bottles. 


The inventor of this device is Louis Brand, of Los 
Angeles. It consists of a liquid-holding receptacle, with 
recesses opposite each other, a curved, groved, rfetallic 
spout and circular metallic cap. There are straps at- 
tached to the metallic cap entering down over the body 
of the bottle and into the recesses on either side of the 
bottle and sealed. The contenis of the bottle can be 
readily emptied, but there is an automatic valve in the 
crooked neck-boitie so that nothing can be put in it.

A Remarkable Region. - i 
: RIZONA is a land of wonders. A. J. Doran, an old 


and well-known resident of that Territory, recently 
gave the Prescott Herald the following account of a 
most remarkable valley in Northern Arizona. 


“Hon. A. J. Doran, who left this morning for St. 
Louis, for the purpose of Jetting the contract for the 
erection of the Arizona Building, has but recently re- 
turned from an extended trip throughout the northern 
portion of the Territory. In speaking of his trip to the 
morning paper Mr. Doran said: that during his absence 
he traveled for seventy-five miles over what is known 
as the painted desert, which he says is a most inter- 
esting section, containing large deposits of copper which 
are at present out of the market twing to their iso- 
lated location. In this region he passed through a pet- 
rified forest; some of the trees were 100 feet in 
length and intact. They are not agatized as are those 
in the much advertised Arizona petrified forest. Here 
and there are piles of petrified splinters from the trees. 
Some of the wood is slightly agatized. The country 
gets its name of painted desert from many mounds of 
various colored mud scattered over its surface. The 
country is covered with this mud, shale and sandstone. 
Beyond Coconino Point the sandstone strata seems 
to have been pushed back to make way for an open 
valley, on either side of which the sandstone formation 
towers to a height of a thousand feet or more. In 
this open valley is located the petrified forest and many 
of the petrified trees carry a high percentage of 
per.

CREATIONS OF SILK’ AND LACE—BEAUTIFUL 
EMBROIDERY AND LIBERTY SATIN.

T the present moment there-are more charming 
designs for evening gowns than have been seen 

_™ for many months. Although simple and elaborate 
as to pattern, and high and low as regards price, the 
accepted fashion for evening dress is the low-cut waist. 
It is cut round and off the shoulders, with long, unlined 
sleeves that hang loose from the shoulders, or very short 
puff sleeves, hidden under a deep bertha of lace or em- 
broidered net or satin.

EXQUISITE DRESDEN AFFAIRS AT THE TRIVIAL 
Cost or ONE DOLLAR.

_ Pretty parasols are as essential to complete the 
artistic effect of a woman's wardrobe as hats or gloves, 
but as the shops usually demand exorbitant prices for 
really dainty and appropriate ones, many women are 
compelled to go without the luxury of a sunshade, or 
else burden themselves with a plain, unattractive affair, 
that combines sadly with an otherwise charming cos- 
tume. 

By following the suggestions given below, any woman

may fashion a parasol to correspond with her gown; and 
the expense ‘will be so trivial and the results so satis- 
factory that she will be amazed. 

We will begin with the white parasol. Perhap; you 
have an old sunshade with a plain cover of white silk 
or cotton. If so, you can use it with excellent effect, 
both artistically and financially. If you haven't an old 
parasol, go to the shop and you will find them—the 
perfectly plain, undecorated ones, that range in price 
from 50 cents up. We will say you buy a 50-cent one. 
Then go ‘to the cotton goods counter and select a piece 
of organdy or silkoline in a Dresden pattern. There 
are many dainty and striking floral effects in these 
weaves, and you can always find colors that correspond 
with those of your gowns. 

The best results are to be obtained from materials 
with a white ground, over which sprays of flowers are 
scattered. Organdy showing sprigs of purple violets and 
leaves on @ white ground makes an exquisite cover for 
a sunshade. Then there are delicate Dresden designs of 
pink roses, blue forget-me-nots, and a thousand and 
one other blossoms. If you can find the floral design 
you fancy in silkoline, this material is less expensive 
than organdy, and the results are quite as pleasing. 

Be sure that the cloth you select is a yard wide, else 
you will have to do more piecing to make the material 
cover the parasol. For an ordinary-sized parasol, a 
yard and a quarter of thirty-six inch material will be 
sufficient. Next, you should get two yards of plain white 
lawn or organdy—very sheer—for a ruffle. Thus 
equipped you are ready to go to work. 

Carefully press your cloth to make it crisp and fresh. 
Open your parasol and let it rest on a table, so you can 
get at it comfortably. Then take your piece of organdy 
or silkoline—never attempt stiff materials—and cut a 
hole in the center barely large enough to insert the tip 
of the parasol. When you have done this, run the tip 
through the hole, and then stretch the cloth over the 
main foundation, pinning it firmly at the lower end 
each rib.

Thus we find that over cight 
hundred thousand hus and wives between the 12s" 
of twenty-one and thirty are practically of the same age, 
or come in the same age groups. At the time the census 
was taken one wife out of every fourteen was away from 
her husband. This, however, in many cases means Do 
more than that the husband was absent from home for 
business or other reasons. There are no fewer than six 
wives and eight widows who are centenarians, wile ten 
husbands and thirty-two widowers hav ealso passed their 
hundred years. 

There are over a million more women than men in 
England today, ignoring young children altogether and 
reckoning only those old enough to earn their own living. 
Thig makes female labor to some extent a necessity. 
For every twenty-nine unmarried women over ten years 
old who do no work outside their own homes, thirty-two 
earn their living. Among married women one out of 
seven earns her bread apart from her husband. | 

A comparison betweeen these returns of women’s em- 
ployments in 1901 and the statistics given in the census 
returns of fifty years before show a striking change. In 
1851 there was practically no general occupation open for 
women of the middle class except teaching. Three hun- 
dred, it is true, were druggists, and 106 were engaged in 
literature. Now practically the whole range of employ- 
ment outside the army, the navy, and the law, is open to 
both sexes alike. Seven thousand women now work as 
chemists; there are nearly three hundred women under- 
takers; four thousand work as butchers, and there are 
slaughter women. Fifty-eight of them are bi.) discount- 
ers, twelve are shepherds, and one is the feminine equiv- 
alent of g woodman. 

Not alone in more peaceful trades, but in those emi- 
nently calling for physical strength women have flocked 
in. No women work underground in the mines, but six 
thousand work at the pit heads. Three hundred of these 
are coke burners and patent fuel makers. Over sixty 
thousand work in the heavy metal trades, of whom some 
hundreds are blacksmiths and strikers. The manufec- 
ture of jewelry and delicate instrments employs nearly 
twenty thousand more. But the main employments of 
women still continue to be domestic service and mill 
work. There are 1,700,000 domestic servants of various 
kinds, of whom 300,000 are charwomen and washer- 
“women. 

There is a little army of bargewomen. Over 400 are fn 
the merchant service, on the deep seas. Women com- 
mercial travelers now number 382. Two are accountants, 
eighty-six are auctioneers, and several hundreds are em- 
ployed on railways as clerks, pointswomen, or station at- 
tendants. 

But it is in employments for educated women that the 
chief advances have been made. There are nearly 300,- 
0600 women now employed in professional work, mainly 
still as teachers. There are 352 women doctors or den- 
tists 64,000 care for the sick; and nearly 5000 act as re- 
ligious teachers, excluding over 6000 Catholic nuns and 
sisters. Fifty years ago the government employed about 
2000 women; now it engages 26,000. In 1851 there were 
106 women engaged in literature and science; now there 
are within a few of 2000. For every one employed in the 
fine arts then nine are now, and photography, the hand- 
maiden of art, gives bread to 3851 women. There are 
6443 actresses, and nearly a thousand show women. ° 

There is tragedy behind the woman worker, and one 
table shows its depth—the list of former occupations of 
workhouse inmates. Seventy-seven thousand women are 
in our workhouses today, of whom 45,000 formerly earned 
their own living in some definite employment. One 
woman out of every three of these was once a domestic 
servant. Does this explain the deep aversion of many 
poor women to domestic service? Nearly 13,000 of these 
workhouse inmates were once charwomen or laundresses. 


{London Mail:] The newly-issued summary tables of + 


worked as women tezchers, and no fewer than 624 were 
once sick nurses. No woman author yet seems to Lave 
come to the workhouse. 

There is not @ singk actress or one woman writes 
among the 2844 women in the prisons today. No womes- 
teachers are in prison, although twelve men are, ané 
no women dociors, though sixteen male doctors are incar- 
cerated. 

Another painful section of these returns relates to chi'd 
labor. Seventy thousand girls and 138,000 boys uncer 
fourteen now earn their living. Two-sevenths of (5c 


girls are employed in cotton mills, and one-third as do- 


mestic servants. Of girls of ten at work one toils as an 
optician, one as a general shopkeeper, eight as dresz- 
makers, and two as dealers. In all, 232 girls of ten are 
at work, mainly in domestic service.

“THE WILD ANIMALS QF LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 
AVUL—THE BATS: 


QUEER FLYING MAMMALS AND THEIR 
LIFE HISTORIES.

OUND usually in the neighborhood of deserted 
buildings, preferring the dank shades of some 
ruined tomb to the sunjight of the outer world, 
_ there has always hung about this group a cloud of 
superstition from which not a few weird tales have 
been woven. Especially has this been the case with 
the uneducated masses of the more enlightened nations; 
the child races of the world, from the Bushmen to the 
Tagalogs, know far too much concerning the wild life 
about them to fear it other than in a direct and tangible 
,sense. In truth the Bats are, one and all, very bene- 
ficial animals, most of them making their food entirely 
of the insect hordes that haunt their feeding grounds. 
-No amount of persuasion can induce some people to 
touch a Bat, and it must be said that their teeth are 
sharp, and that they are skilled in the use of their 
.mouth as\a defegsive weapon. The tales of the deadly 
Vampires and their bilood-sucking hebits are largely 
mythical, as far as man is concerned, though without 
doubt many of the lesser animals fal] victims to these 

winged leeches in some parts of the tropics. 
. In order better to understand them, then, let us 
briefly consider a Bat'’s general “make-up,” and after- 
ward the habits of the two great families. In the first 
ate place, all the Bats are grouped by naturalists in one large 
- | order known as cheiroptera, and they are closely relate 
i _ to a low group of Monkeys known as the Lemurs. Now 
a brief space in the scale separates these Lemurs from 
the “highest of all animals—Man, so you can easily see 
— that the steps are not so many nor so great which sepa- 
Tate you and me from these little winged, mysteries, 
considered from a zoélogical point of view. In general, 
then, a bat is a Mammal, “whose distinguishing charac- 
teristic is a fold of skin, which, commencing at the 
sides of the neck and extending between the four mem- 
: bers and fingers of the anterior extremities, supports 
' the animal in the air, and enables it to fly.” In this 
é sense the Bais are not unlike the so-called “Flying 
Squirrels,” but the latter animals are so different from 
these flyers and so evidently gnawers, or rodents, like 
the Tree and Grovnd Squirrels, that they have been so 
named. The forearms and fingers of the Bats are very 
‘much lengthened, forming, in a way, ribs, on which the 
leathery membrane, which replaces with them the 
feathers of the bird's wing, is stretched. They handle 
these wings as readily as any bird, while their wing 
spread is greater in proportion to their size than that of 

the birds of the present day. 

All the Bats have small eyes, while their ears are 
unreasonably large. There is a very delicate “sixth 
sense,” so to speak, by the wings of a Bat, 
which enables it to avoid obstacles in its path, and to 
fly: safely through mazes which would bring speedy 
death to the best flyers among the birds. Whether 
this power comes from a sense of touch or of hearing ts 
not known, but it is certainly situdted in the wings. 
The eyes, being small, can be of little use after night- 
fall, when the Bats feed with the greatest freedom. Oc- 
casionally these animals may be seen in early morning, 
but when so observed they are generally returning to 
their “roosting places,” there to hang with folded wings 
until the coming of another night. In order that they 
tfay the easier hang themselves up in this manner, the 


_ the muscles of the forearm have the same power as those 
of a bird’s foot, so that it voluntarily remains in the 
position placed by its owner before going to steep until 
that owner wakes up. When siceping, bats may be 
- captured easily, but they can never be tamed, as can 
» the Plying Squirrels or the Lemurs, of which I have 
already spoken. They are very great cowards, and fear 
the approach of a human being after night, though they 
seem unable to shake off their sleep when disturbed in 

the day time. 

Some of the huge Fruit Bats of the Indian Archipelago 
measure as much as four feet from tip to tip of their 
wings, and have correspondingly heavy bodies. They are 
said by travelers to fly through the tropical forests with 
the greatest ease, avoiding the smaller twigs aa well as 
the large branches. Strangers in the islands frequently 
mistake them for some new kind of fruit as they hang 
from the under side of a huge limb in‘the forest. Their 
food is entirely fruit, while that of our Bats, here in 
Los Angeles county, consists of insects. 

This brings us to the two great divisions of the Bat 
tribe, the Fruit Eaters, and the Insect Eaters. The first 
named are found chiefly in the Old World, and are there 

“limited mainly to equatorial Africa and the Bast Indies. 
There are said to be between forty and fifty species, 
most of them of large size, and entirely harmless to 

 gnimal life. The natives kill and eat great numbers of 
some of the large species. They are quite different in 
habits from the little Bats which frequent our vacant 
buildings, attics and caves. In fact, one of the large 
Fruit Bats is possessed of a voice as strong as that of 
goose. 

But to come back to our own little night fyers—about 
two hundred species of Insectivorous Bats are known, 
and they are scattered throughout the temperate and 
tropical world. To this family belong the Vampire Bats, 
found only in tropical America, and objects of much 
fear to white men traveling through, though apparently 

‘ of little concern to the natives. The Vampires are the 
only Bats which get their living exclusively by sucking 
the blood of their victims, and their mouths are accord- 
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ingly provided with membranes which assist them in 
their feeding. These membranes give a peculiar ex- 
pression to the face, from which the name of Leaf-nosed 
Bats has been applied to some species. Several of the 
Vampires. are of large size, one measuring from six- 
teen to twenty inches from.tip to tip, though smaller 
varieties are much more common. 


But the most plentiful Bat is the erratic fittle flyer 


seen whirling about in zigzag circles at nightfall. This 
is a variety of the Common Bat, a species found in its 
various forms throughout the world. There are some 
seven or eight different kinds of common bats found in 
North America, and there may be other species resident 
in our mountains, or on our deserts as yet unknown, or 
at least andescribed by scientists. These flights of Bats, 
noted at nightfall, are merely for the purpose of feeding, 
the animals pursuing their insect prey over the same 
paths through the air that the inzect took in trying to 
escape. » HARRY H. DUNN.

Critical Review: Each player is provided with a pencil 
and a long piece of paper.

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HE very warm weather beginning .one week ago. 

has its beneficial features as well as its ‘disagreeable. 

Last season there was.a marked deficiency of heat 
throughout the orange growing season, and many 
thoughtful growers attribute the poor keeping quality 
of the last crop to the absence of the usual semi-tropic 
conditions during the maturity of the fruit. There is 
another reason, also, ‘but we do not hear much about 
that. If it ie true that heat is necessary for the perfec- 
tion of citrus fruits, it came this summer in sufficient 
quantities to do some good. The hot days are our bene- 
ficiaries and should not excite complaint, especially from 
the inhabitants of the inland valleys where oranges and 
lemons are the prevailing crops. 

They Are Doing Well. 

OME complaint is heard, chiefly from the members, 

that the commission named by the Supervisors to 
name the highways of Los Angeles county is not making 
very rapid progress with their work. The commission- 
ers are working upon new lines and are making fair 
progress. Those who think it a small undertaking 
should attend a meeting of this body of rural road 
namers as I have had the pleasure of doing so often. 
They are promoting a great work, and should have the 
assistance and forbearance of all our citizens, for it is 
a labor of love on the part of the members, their only 
compensation being the establisimment of a public bene- 
faction. When the roads are all officially named, meas- 
ured and blocked, guide boards put up and mile stones 
set, the public will understand what a valuable achieve- 
ment these men have accomplished.

By the grace of the manager of this 
journal I am allowed some latitude in mis- 
leading or dangerous tendencies, but it is to the credit 
of the country press that with few exceptions it runs as 
true and level as a die upon all questions touching the 
- progress of this section. No, the writer does not pose 
as an “agricultural expert” as charged, but does claim 
to set forth the achievement, aims and prospects of the 
agriculturists, with a partiality for valuable sugges- 
tion and news novelties relative to the cultivation of the 
soil. No doubt these helpful suggestions from the 
farmers will continue to flow toward “Farming in 
California.” 
Split Peach Pits. 
HE assistant horticulturist of the Berkeley College 
of Agriculture has begun the systematic investigation 
of the splitting of peach seed—a subject I have long 
since considered worthy of careful study. There will be 
determined, if possible, the exact conditions that bring 
about this fault, whether from some fungus or bacterial. 
attack, or climatic or other origin. The answers to 
the two first questions will be all that is necessary, per- 
haps. “Name varieties that have split pits,” “varieties. 
free from split pits." As a rule great improvement in 
quality of fruit pulp deteriorates the reproductive qual- 
ity of the seed. Navel oranges haye no means of repro- 
duction, and Luther Burbank has developed plums 
to the point of having no pits whatever. The split- 
ting of peaches is a serious fault commercially, and it 
is to be hoped the investigation may find some means of 
lessening the evil. 
‘ 
Disinfectant Newly Applied. 

HE use of formaldehyde as a disinfectant by Pasa- 

dena fruit shippers and experiments in other places is 
exciting a great deal of interest. The object of its use 
is to kill the fungi in the cars or upon the fruit and 
thus prevent decay while the fruit is being marketed. 
It is used either 4s a gas or a liquid. In the former case 
the gas is produced by the imperfect combustion of wood 
alcohol in a lamp made especially for this purpose, by 
which the formaldehyde gas is given off in large quanti- 
ties. As a liquid the formalin, as the commercial for- 
maldehyde is called, is diluted with water at a strength 
of one pound of formalin to 25 pounds of water. The 
gas may also be produced by evaporating pure formalin 

by means of heat. 

Prof. R. BE. Smith of Berkeley, who made extensi 
experiments with this substance as a fungicide, says he 
found it impossible to kill quite a vurtety of fungi by 
the wse of formalin. The strength employed was far 
greater than could be obtained in a car or a packing 
house, so it does not seem possible to thoroughly over- 
come fungus spores by this means. The Pasadena 
‘Lemon Growers’ Association, however, claim beneficial 


> Pesults from its use. Perhaps they have a method en- 


tirely new, but results justify further experiments. Mr 
Suiith writes that his detailed trials with sulphur 
were successful in killing fungus spores. 
With this testimony the packing-house managers should 
thoroughly disinfect their houses with sulphur before 
opening for next season's business. There is a possibil- 
ity that the refrigerator cars and packing houses throngh 
age or neglect have become infected with destructive 
spores, just as domestic refrigerators become so laden 
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Southwestern Stock Raising. 


‘C OME -weeks ago this department contained a note 

concerning the advancement of cattile-raising in 
Southern California. Since then I have interviewed a 
rancher who believes he can make big money in hogs. 
To do this the conditions must be right, for we cannot 
assume that hogs will become profitable in every local- 
ity here as they may be in every portion of the great 
corn To succeed in Southern California, plenty 
of al or wild succulent pasturage should be avail- 
able. The additional feed for growing pigs should be mill 
feed, and skimmed milk. Broadly speaking, the 
dairy sections of this country should be the place for 
hogs, for in these localities some natural pasturage ex- 
ists. Alfalfa can be utiliged, corn and crushed grain se- 
cured, pumpkins, melons and occasionally potatoes of 
an inferior grade. One thing in favor of hog-raising 
here is freedom from disease, compared with most of the 
States devoted to hogs. 

While California is only relatively immune, the ex- 
emption would count largely in favor of cheaper meat 
products were it not for the forage question. Cholera 
and swine plague, both bacterial diseases, cause losses in 
the United States approximating $25,000,000 annually, 
and there is no adequate remedy, though the disease is 
now understood by scientists as thoroughly as any other 
animal disease. Whether these maladies would ever be- 
come as severe in this section only long experience and 
general production in the sections -suitable to the in- 
dustry can determine. 


Questions on Poultry. 
SUBSCRIBER wishes a list of the standard varieties 

of chickens. There are no less than four scores of 
varieties considered standard besides a large number 
of unclassified, so it will be impossible to enumerate 
them. The American class contains the Barred, Buff 
and White Plymouth; the Silver, Golden, White, Buff 
and Black Wyandottes; Black, Mottled and White Javas; 
American Dominique and Jersey Blues. The following 
foreign classes are equally rich in distinct varieties: 
Mediterranean, Polish, Hamburg, French, Bnglish, Game 
and Bantam. The American class is for general purposes, 
the Asiatic for meat, the Mediterranean for eggs and 
the others for “foliage.” It is not generally known that 
the latter rival the Bird of Paradise for beauty and 
length of plumage some feathers of which are four times 
as long as the body of the fowl. 

Poultrymen are more deeply interested in the very 
few varieties that succeed best in Southern California, 
and here there is a diversity of opinion that cannot be 
settied by the journals devoted to the deep discussion of 
this great commercial industry. No one is competent 
to advise positively upon this question as environ- 
ment has much to do with the selection. In the poultry 
journals and agricultural publications may be found 
much light on the adaptability of varieties. Chickens 
are not held in veneration solely by the colored people. 
In many of the oriental countries certain breeds are 
held sacred, one of which carries tail feathers eight feet 
in length, and is not adapted to the muddy soils of this 
country. When the housewife pays 50 cents for a 
spring chicken no larger than a tree duck she wonders 
why more attention is not given to raising poultry 
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tractors. In hauling his lemons to the packing-house a 
neighbor offered to do the work for $3.50 per day. One 
doliar per load was the price finally set, and the peigh- 
bor made $6 or $6 a day, rushing the work, and no doubt 
jolting the lemons several dollars’ worth.

A ND now, while so many people are worrying about 


their vermiform appendices, and doctors are cutting 
them out right and left, here is one man who wishes 
not only to keep his appendix, but to develop it into 
a full-blown gizzard. A Soldiérs’ Home correspondent, 
who signs himself “Yours, fearfully,” writes as follows: 
“Please have your health editor give us an article on 
the use of the vermiform appendix in mankind, the 
reason for its loss of form and power to perform its 
functions of gizz@rd, as Was probably its former use, and 
what should a man do as the final step toward re-devel- 
opment of the appendix, so that it may be of real use 
to the generations yet to be.” - 3 
This correspondent, and others who may be worrying 
vpon the subject, are recommended to read the follow- 
ing extract from the latest book of Dr. Thomas Jay 
Hudson, “The Law of Mental Medicine,” in which he 
touches upon the much discussed appendix: : 
“It is well known that almost any one can cause an

know where to look for untoward symptoms, and are 
cursed with a morbid suggestibility. For instance, I 
knew one of that class who once became excited on the 
subject of appendicitis, and proceeded to inquire of a 
friend just where the vermiform appendix might be 
found. His friend, knowing his proneness to experience 
the symptoms of every disease he happened to read about, 
purposely misinformed him by giving him to understand 
that it was located on the left side of the lower abdo- 
men. As usual, he began to watch for symptoms, and, as 
usual, he was soon rewarded by feeling a decided un- 
easiness in the locality named. In less than a week 
he felt compelled to appeal to a specialist for relief— 
which was instantly afforded both as to his mind and 
his body, by being informed that he had seiected the 
wrong locality for a good case of appendicitis. Never- 
theless it required the application of hot fomentations 
to relieve the inflammation that had actually Deen in- 
duced in the suggested location. It ts needless to say 
that if he had been correctly informed by his friend, the 
surgeon would not have been defrauded of a genuine 
case. 

“Again, appendicitis is such a formidible proposition, 
so distrezsing while it lasts, and its cure fraught with 
such danger to life, that it naturally excites the utmost 
dread in the minds of those who are familiar with the 
current literature on the subject. It would, therefore, 
constitute an exception to all known diseases if it 
failed to be attended with the usual results, due to 
morbid suggestibility. The class thus afflicted, after 
reading up on the subject, begin by being very careful 
not to swallow any more fruit seeds; and if one acci- 
dentally slips down, they immediately begin to concen- 
trate their minds upon their insides. The siightést 
symptom of uneasiness in the proper locality is magnified 
a thousandfold, vigilance is redoubled, and intensified, 
and the consequent pain and inflammation is induced.

Food Poisoning. 

_N eastern dispatch recently told of a case in which a 

large number of guests of a United States Senator, 
assembled at a picRic, had been poisoned by eating 
canned meat, and many of them had narrowly escaped 
death. Such cases are far too common. Several have 
been reported in and around Los Angeles of late. It 
should be remembered that animal food begins to decay 
the moment the animal is dead. The same is true of 
a- 


fruits and vegetables, in which decay begins the moment 
they are picked or pulled from the ground. It is true 
that decay can be arrested by the use of such preserv 
tives as borax or salicylic acid, but these preservatives 
are harmful to the stomach, whatever may be said by 
wise government chemists after they have practiced on 
a few more young men. Such being the case, it ie 
important that all foods should be as fresh as possible. 
In Germany they would not think of buying fish unless 
it is alive. Ripe grain is about the only food that 
will remain in good condition for a considerable length 
of time after it is gathered. ,

Electricity. 


A DISPATCH from Paris announces the statement 
of a French medical expert to the effect “that eiec- 
tricity will be the sole medicine of the future.” This 
is important, if true, but not exactly new. Electricity is 
today widely used as a means of cure. Greatly exag- 
gerated claims are made for its efficacy, especially in 
the shape of electric belts, many of which have no cura- 
tive value whatever. The fact seems to be that, while 
electricity is sometimes a valuable aid to assist nature 
in throwing off disease, its beneficial effects are as a 
rule only temporary. To obtain permanent relief, you 
must obtain your electricity from the atmosphere, by 
inhalation.

Forests shelter insect-destroying birds and prevent the 
destructive effects of tnundations by absorbing rain 
showers that would pour down from treeless slopes as 
from a siate roof.”

In other words it is a reflex condition due to the 
overtaxing of some portion of the nervous system, and in 
my long years of experience I have found almost all 
cases of recurrent nervous headaches due largely to eye 
strain. To continue to seek relief for these headaches by 
persistent dosing with sedative remedies which merely 
deaden the sensibility of the nerves will eventually cause 
a serious derangement of the entire nervous system, and 
@ consequent undermining of the general health. 
While many are afflicted with headaches, few 
the real cause, yet seek relief with remedies that self- 
diagnosis leads them to believe will effect a cure. If the 
individual attributes his or her headaches to digestive 
disorders or a torpid liver, and finds after repeated dos- 
ing with patent pilis and potions, warranted to cure such 
ilis that no relief is afforded, then headache remedies 
are resorted to. They are profoundly ignorant of the 
composition of these remedies, and equally in the dark 
concerning their physiological action. They know they 


relieve the headaches temporarily at least, but do not. 


know that this result is accomplished by their sedative 
properties, deadening the sensibilities of the nerves. Nor 
do they realize that by the persistent use of these rem- 
dies the foundation is often laid for the contraction of a 
pernicious drug habit. 


GLASSES CURE HEADACHES. 

And al) this time the correction of the real cause of 
the trouble is neglected for the reason that the eye strain 
which is the origin of the headaches, is maintained, and 
relief therefrom is not sought principally because it has 
never occurred to the afflicted one that eye strain is 
causing the headaches. The thought never seems to pre- 
sent itself that a headache may be the protest of an over- 
worked eye, and that by relieving the strain on this, the 
most delicate set of muscles and nerves in the body, the 
reaction will assist the entire nervous system. 

Try to imagine what the effect would be if one were 
obliged to lift a dumbbell—even though very light—for 
a thousand times in succession, Can you not see how 
nervé exhausting it would be? For the first hundred 
times you would not think it at all wearing, but the 
continued strain on the sanie set of muscles, even though 
very slight, would cause the strongest man to collapse 
from sheer nervous exhaustion. So it is with the muscles 
which regulate the sight. The defect may not be great 
enough to cause a person to suspect that there was any- 
thing wrong with their sight, but the continual effort to 
adjust the eye if not relieved, may affect the whole nerv- 
ous system seriously. Many cases of nervous trouble and

These facts should appeal to any thinking pérson, 23 
their logic is fully demonstrated by the very nature of 
the symptoms complained of.

Opin- 
ions on this subject are almost as nu- 
merous as men, and as varicd. Even 
the bankers of the country—the doctors 
of fnance—differ. as- greatly among 
themselves as {6 the proper method of 
treating the body politic as our frienJs 
of the lancet do in fegard to the best 
means of curing the physical Uls that 
afiict poor humanity. 

Congressman George W. Prince of 
Illinois, who is a member of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Finance, re- 
cently addressed the Los Angeles chap- 
bend of the Ameriean Institute of Bank 
Clerks on the subject of national cur- 
rency. He showed that while each year 
: there is being adfed $100,000,000 of gold 
to the volume of currency, ard at 

there is in circulation $400,000,- 
000 of bank notes, there are those who 
maintain that the circulating medium 
is insufficient, and he examined briefly 
| the several plans suggested to meet the 
| difficulty. He showed that, under the 
present system, the government has 
only two ways to mieet its debts—by 
bonding the govérnment, and by tax- 
} ation. We are not coining any silver, 
and we don't i.s#e greenbacks, and so 
the only dependénce is upon the in- 
crease of the gold supply, and the na- 
tional banks. This places us, to a cer- 
tain extent, at thé mercy of Europeans,

Another spot of historic interest in 
Santa Fé is old Fort Marcy, from 
which point the Stars and Stripes first 
fioated over what is now the vast ter- 
ritory contained tn the States of Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, part of Kansas, New 
Mexico and Arizona. The site of old 
Fort Marcy is on an eminence over- 
lookine the town from the north, and 
was first recognized and used as @ 
strategic military pofrt br the Pueblo 
Indians when they revolted againet the 
Spanish rule in 1680, and drove out the 
enemy after besieging the city for nine 
days. The American army under Kear- 
ney constructed Fort Marcy in 1846. 
All that marks the spot today is a 
flagpole erected over the ruins of the 
earthworks, 

OLD EON RANCH. 

At tha east entrance to Apache 
Cafion, a deep, rocky gorge high up in 
the mountains, twenty miles southeast 
of Santa Fé, is the Old Pigeon Ranch. 
This was a famous roadhouse on the 
old Santa Fé trail, and here occurred 
the battle of La Glorieta during th> 
Civil War, when the New Mexican and 
Colorado volunteers met and defeated 
the invading Confederates after their 
capture of Santa Fé, and saved the 
Territory to the Union. This ranch wae 
taken up by a Frenchman named An- 
drew Valle. commonly known as 
“Pigeon,” who built the old roadhouse 
and ran the famous hostelry for years 
during the old Santa Fé trail days. The 
house is a long, low structure, built of 
adobe, in the prevailing Mexican fash- 
fon, with a patio or open square in the 
center; the old Santa Fé trail passes 
by the door, and directly across the old 
highway are still standing two old log 
buildings now used as chicken coops, 
in which were saloons during the “wild 


tractive, Valle bullt a dance 
gambling parlor beside the hotel. This 
settlement, known as Glorieta before 
the days of the rallroad, consisted of 
“Pigeon’s” roadhouse, three saloons, a 
dance hall, and a gambling parior, and 
was a scene of gaiety, bioodshed and 
strife for years during the operation of 
the old trail. After the Santa Fé trail 
went out of use, and during the first 
years of the Santa Fé Railroad, it was 
a rendezvous for the hard c 

which followed up the railroad camps, 
gamblers, who came in looking. for the 
money which came with the new cirili- 
gation. Many are the tales of bilood- 
shed, of hold-ups and robbery, of riots 
and gambling which are told of this 
place.

THE BATTLE OF LA 

In order te give a proper ipprecia- 
tion of the importance of the battle

house into a hospital. In the morning, 
while administering to the wounded 
in the house and filling their canteens 
from the old well -here, they were at- 
tacked by the invaders, who shelled the 


The Union commander formed his 
forces as quickly as possible, and gave 
battle. All day long the battle waged 
about the old house, the Confederates’ 
being compelled to give ground all day 
and having their supply trains de- 
stroyed. A truce was entered into tn 
the evening, under which the Confeder- 
ates retired to Santa Fé, and from 
there marched back to Texas. Thus 
ended the battle of La Glorieta or Pig- 
eon’s ranch, which saved the West to 
the Unton. The old house and the trees 
around it bear testimony to the sever- 
ity of the struggle: by the bullets yet 
found imbedded there. 

MAXWELL AND HIS RANCH. 


Another famous old hostelry on the 
Santa Fé trail was the old Maxwell 
House, which is still standing in the 
town of Cimarron, at entrance to 
Cimarron Cafion. This ‘old house was 
really the advance guard of latter-day 
civilization in New Mexico. Here Lu- 
cien B. Maxwell, then sole owner of the 
vast territory known as the Maxwell 
grant, and the largest individual land 
owner in the United States, lived at 
the zenith of his. wealth and influence 
during the War of the Rebellion, when 
New Mexico was isolated and almost 
independent of care or thought by the 
government at Washington. He lived 
in a sort of barbaric splendor akin to 
that of the nobles of England at the 
time of the Notman conquest. 

The thousands of arable acres com- 

rised in the many fertile valleys of his 

ense estate were farmed in a prim- 
itive, feudal sort of way, by native 
Mexicans principally, under the system 
of peonage then existing in the Ter- 
ritory. He employed about five hundred 
men, and they were as much his thralis 
as were Gurth and Wamba of Cedric 
of Rotherwood. Maxwell belonged to a 
generation and a class almost com- 
pletely extinct, and the like of which 
will, in all probability, never be seen 
again: for there is no more frontier to 
develop them. 

His house was a palace when come 
pared to the prevailing style of archi- 
tecture in that country, and cost an 
immense sum of money. Some of its 
apartments were elaborately furnished, 
others devoid of everfthing except 
table for card playing and a game's 
complement of chairs. Here Maxwell 
received his friends, transacted busi- 
ness with his vassals, and held high 
carnival at times. His stable of race 
horses comprised some of the- fleetest 
animals in the Southwest, and many 
were the racing carnivals held.at his 
place. Maxwell's proverbial hospital- 
ity and munificence attracted to this 
locality a small settlement, which fat- 
tened itself in idleness on his 
bounty from year to year. His retinue 
of servants, necessarily large, was 
made up of a heterogeneous mixture of 
Indians, Mexicans and halfbreeds. At 
his table covers were laid daily for 
about thirty persons, for he always had 
many guests, invited or for upon 
him in consequence of his proverbial 
munificence. At all times in all 
seasons, the group of buildings, houses.

KIT CARSON'S HOME. 

In the town of Taos, N. M., stands 
a long low adobe building now used as 
a storage house for hay and grain by 
a local merchant. In this building 
lived Kit Carson during the days which 
made him famous, and up to the time 
of his death, he dying while on a vigit 
to friends in Colorado. Carson, as 
most everybody knows, had much to 
do with the early settlement of New 
Mexico, and in this old house, while 
he was a government agerit, he held 
many consultations with commanding 
officers. Here plans were formed 
which drove the redskins back to the 
wall, and compelled them to give way 
before the advancing civilization. From 
here Carson set forth on his many per- 
jlous expe@itions against the Indians; 
and from here were the final services 
held over his 
from Fort Lyons, Colo. in 186. His 
body now reposes in the little burying 
ground at the rear of the house. 

Relics and landmarks such as these 
are about all that remains as the fruits 
of the labors of the early conquerors 
of the wilderness. New Mexico is 
truly a monument over the grave of a 
past glory.

As Aié to Telegraphy. 

The wear and tear on the telegraph 
nerves are to be par- 
ticularly severe on account of the great 
number of signals which he must send 
in the course of a few hours’ work, and 
also because of the great rapidity with 
which he must work.

words It will readily be seen that the 
work is exceedingly trying on the 


nerves. 

Much of this labor has been avoided 
by the use of a new invention, recently 
patented by Horace G. Martin. It is 
about the size of the Morse relay and 
is known as the “autoplex.” It has 
one lever, which works from the side, 
"there being contact point.at each aide. 
As long as the lever is 


be repeated indefinitely if 
desired. With this device a word which 
requires thirty-two movements is sent 
with twelve, and it is estimated that 
the operator’s work is reduced by two. 
thirds.—{Scientific American, 


A Plant Worth Watching.

“In the peanut, 
though, we have just such « plant—e 
plant, as & were, with a spade. The 
peanut grows in the air and sun, but 
when the flowers fall off and the pods 
appear it is necessary for these peds 
to mature under ground, and, there- 
fore, the plant buries them. It buries 
them with a movement of the stalk, a 
downward bend that pushes the pod 
beneath the soll. This is a strange 
thing to see; it makes a peanut patch 
well worth a visit. Go to one of these 
patches at the season when the flowers 
are falling, and if you are patient you 
may have the luck to catch a plant in

As to Telegraphy. 


The wear and tear on the telegraph 
operator's nerves are maid to be par- 
ticularly severe on account of the great 
number of signals which he must send 
in the course of a few hours’ work, and 
also because of the great rapidity with 
which he must work. As is well known, 
the various signals are made by a com- 
bination of the dot and dash, the letter 
“p,.” for instance requiring five dots 
and the letter “b’” a dash and three 
dots. With the te key now in 
use, in sending the five dots indicati 
a “p”’ the operator must depress a 
release his key five times, and thus it 
is estimated that in the course of 
sending messages in the inary pur- 
suit of his work the operator is com- 
pelled to make one hundred and eighty 
thousand depressions and the same 
number of relaxations in the course of 
eight hours’ work, during which time 
he would send about fifteen thousand 
words It will readily be seen that the 
work is exceedingly trying on the 


nerves. 

Much of this labor has been avoided 
by the use of a new invention, recently 
patented by Horace G. Martin. It is 
about the size of the Morse relay and 
is known as the “autoplex.” It has 

one lever, which works from the side, 
there being a contact point at each side 
As long as the lever is held at one 
side the automatic mechaniam ts set in 
motion and the dots are sent out one 
after the other. Upon shifting the 
lever to the other side the dash 
mechanism is set in motion and the 
dashes will be repeated indefinitely if 
desired. With this device a word which 
requires thirty-two movements is sent 
with twelve, and it is estimated that. 
the operator's work is reduced by two. 
thirds.—(Scientific American,
